Russians promising 
more food, housing 
MOSCOW 
(UPI) - The So v iet go v ­ 
ernment anno unced to day a reco rd 
budget fo r 19 74 and pro mised its citi­ 
zens mo re co nsumer go o ds, ho using 
and fo o d o n the table nex t y ear. 
Finance Minister Vasily Garbuzo v 
to ld the Supreme So v iet (parliament) 
the budget wo uld reach $¿ 9 .9 billio n, 
up mo re than 6 per cent fro m 19 73 . 
He said defense spending wo uld to tal 
$23 .5 billio n, do wn slightly fro m this 
y ear. But Western military ex perts re­ 
gard the anno unced defense figure as 
meaningless. They say the real figure 
may be triple that amo unt, with de­ 
fense funds co ncealed in heav y in­ 
dustry and o ther secto rs o f the budget. 


The pro po sed rules are scheduled to 
take effect Dec. 27. They were pre­ 
pared fo r publicatio n in the Federal 
Register. The pro po sals are no t final 
but pro bably will take this general 
fo rm when put into effect after allo w­ 
ing time fo r public co mment. 
Under the pro po sals, a prio rity o f 
users will be established. Emergency 
serv ices such as fire and po lice depart­ 
ments, public transpo rtatio n, agricul­ 
ture and fuel pro ductio n will get 100 
per cent o f their requirements. Other 
users will get abo ut 9 0 per cent. All 
specifics o f the pro po sal were no t im­ 
mediately disclo sed, but the Washing­ 
to n Star-News said these were amo ng 
its elements: 
—A cutback in gaso line o utput by 15 
per cent at the refinery lev el, plus an 
additio nal 10 per cent at the gaso line 
pump. 
—Electric utilites will hav e to bear 
the sho rtages in heav y heating o ils, 
po ssibly necessitating po wer cutbacks, 
especially in the No rtheast. 
— Big do mestic air carriers wo uld be 
allo tted 9 5 per cent o f their 19 72 use 
until Jan. 7 and 85 per cent after that.

Fire on carrier 
Kitty Hawk kills 
6 , injures 38 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Fire b ro ke o u t 
ab o ard the carrier USS Kitty Hawk at 
sea Tu esday , killing six crewmen and 
inju ring 38, the Nav y said. 
The ship was ab o u t 700 miles east o f 
the Philip p ines, steaming fo r Vietnam, 
when fire b ro ke o u t in the main mach­ 
inery ro o m, acco rding to a sp o kesman 
fo r the Pacific Fleet. 
The b laze o ccu red almo st eight y ears 
to the day after a similar fire and in 
the same p lace. On Dec. 6, 1965 . a fire 
in the main machinery ro o m killed two 
crewmen and inju red 29. 
“ The Kitty Haw’k is still cap ab le o f 
p erfo rming its assigned missio n. No 
v ital fu nctio ning eq u ip ment was dam­ 
aged,’’ said Pacific Fleet headq u arters 
in Ho no lu lu . 
The Kitty Hawk left San Diego No v . 
23, o n its first v o y age to Vietnamese 
waters since a race rio t ab o ard the 
ship 14 mo nths ago . After the fire, it 
was o rdered to retu rn to Su b ic Bay , in 
the Philip p ines, the Nav y said. 
The cau se o f the fire was no t kno wn. 
Fo u r o f the inju red su ffered mino r 
b u rns and 34 mino r smo ke inhalatio n, 
the Nav y said. 
The names o f the dead were withheld 
u ntil their families hav e b een no tified. 
The Kitty Hawk is 1,062 feet lo ng, 
weighs 8 0,000 to ns and carries 5 ,5 00 
men. It is the flag ship o f Rear Adm. 
Do nald C. Dav is. 
In two day s o f fighting b etween 
wrhite and b lack crewmen in Octo b er o f 
last y ear, 46 men were inju red. At that 
time it was also heading fo r Vietna­ 
mese waters fro m Su b ic Bay . Charges 
were b ro u ght against 29 crewmen, o f 
who m 17 were co nv icted.

a lesson in frustration 


I to o k a div ing tank to a sto re in Po mo na fo r mino r repairs 
three mo nths ag o . 
The jo b was to take appro x imately three weeks and co st 
between $5 and $7 .50 . I was to be no tified by telepho ne when 
the tank was ready to be picked up. 
When I had no t heard fro m the sto re a mo nth later, I called.

After at least 
fo ur pho ne calls, the manag er there said he had fo und my 
tank. He wanted me to g o to Hunting to n Beach fo r the tank o r 
he wo uld send it to me COD. 
I o bjected to bo th pro po sals since 1 felt it was the respo nsi­ 
bility o f the firm to return the tank to this area. 
The manag er finally ag reed to deliv er the tank to the o ld 
Po mo na address o f the sto re. I was g iv en an appro x imate date 
and to ld I wo uld be called to pick it up o n the day it was to be 
deliv ered. There was no call. 
1 hav e called Hunting to n Beach at least fiv e times since then 
but the manag er is nev er av ailable to me.—A.B., Po mo na.

Altho ug h it will take ano ther 13 y ears befo re Pio ­ 
neer 10 cro sses the o rbit o f Pluto , o utermo st planet 
in the so lar sy stem, and enters true o uter space o n 
its v o y ag e into infinity , fo r all intents and purpo ses 
its missio n is co mpleted. 
Hav ing passed safely thro ug h the astero id belt be­ 
tween Mars and Jupiter and surv iv ed the fantasti­ 
cally stro ng zo ne o f radiatio n is repo rted aro und the 
g iant planet, the pro be is ex pected to enco unter 
no thing but empty space the rest o f the way . 
There co uld be surprises o f co urse: man’s first, 
brief era o f space ex plo ratio n has been full o f sur­ 
prises. Scientists will co ntinue to track Pio neer 10 un­ 
til its steadily fading radio beaco n finally dies in 1977. 
It is impo ssible to co mprehend the v ast distances 
inv o lv ed in Pio neer’s space o dy ssey . It co v ered 62 0 
millio n miles in its 2 1-mo nth trip to Jupiter. It must 
g o sev eral billio n mo re miles befo re reaching the 
rim o f the so lar sy stem. Its radio messag es fro m 
Jupiter, trav eling at the speed o f lig ht, to o k 4 5 min­ 
utes to reach earth.

is able to sp are mo re than 20,000 bar­ 
rels a day fo r So u th Vietn am. Each 
barrel co n tain s 42 g allo n s. 
The fu el ship men ts to Vietn am hav e 
dro p p ed o n ly mo derately sin ce U.S. 
fo rces p u lled o u t. At the heig ht o f o u r 
B-52 raids last Jan u ary , fo r ex amp le, 
the Pen tag o n ship p ed 995.000 barrels o f 
o il to Saig o n . This dro p p ed to 681,000 
barrels in Au g u st an d n early 600,000 
barrels in Sep tember. 
Bu t these fig u res, the latest av ail­ 
able, do n ’t rev eal the fu ll ex ten t o f the 
drain ag e. Fo r the U.S. su p p lies mu ch 
o f So u th Vietn am’s civ ilian o il n eeds, 
to o . These fig u res, ap p aren tly , are 
kn o wn o n ly to the o il co mp an ies. 
We hare determin ed, ho wev er, that 
the Ag en cy fo r In tern atio n al Dev el­ 
o p men t shells o u t $80 millio n a y ear to 
p u rchase p etro leu m p ro du cts fo r So u th 
Vietn am’s civ ilian s. 
Of co u rse, the bu lk o f U.S. o il ship ­ 
men ts to Vietn am are u sed to fu el 
So u th Vietn am's war machin e. At the 
heig ht o f o u r in v o lv emen t in the Viet­ 
n am War, in 1969, we ship p ed n early 
44 millio n barrels to the Saig o n re­ 
g ime. This fig u re dro p p ed to 20 millio n 
barrels by 1972. Du rin g the 1973 fiscal

The U.S. g o v ern men t is still han dlin g 
fu el p ro cu remen t fo r So u th Vietn am’s 
armed fo rces, lettin g co n tracts to U.S 
co mp an ies.

WASHINGTON — Within two day s o f his ap p o in tmen t as 
n ew en erg y czar, Dep u ty Secretary o f the Treasu ry William 
Simo n was the targ et o f a hu miliatin g an d massiv e p u t-do wn 
by Ro y Ash, fast-risin g an d hig hly co n tro v ersial head o f the 
Office o f Man ag emen t an d Bu dg et (OMB). 
Ash, skilled as an en emy -p icker an d bu reau cratic in fig hter 
bo th within the admin istratio n an d o n Cap ito l Hill, to ld Simo n 
that he, Ash, an d his OMB staff wo u ld “ru n ” the en erg y p ro ­ 
g ram—an d that Simo n wo u ld han dle “p o licy ” matters. 
Mo reo v er, o n e in side o p erativ e to ld u s that Ash’s OMB men 
had p u lled the en erg y -crisis files accu mu lated du rin g ex -en er­ 
g y czar Jo hn Lo v e’s ill-fated fiv e-mo n th to u r in the ho stile 
White Ho u se, at least temp o rarily den y in g the files to Simo n . 
Bu t Simo n is n o o n e’s p atsy . When to ld to his face by Ash 
that his du ties wo u ld beg in an d en d with “p o licy ” he rep lied 
with two o ld an d ho n o rable An g lo -Sax o n wo rds: “Bu ll s—t.” 
The p o wer stru g g le, o n e o f an u n limited n u mber o f lesser 
stru g g les by which Ash has man ag ed to elev ate his p o wer, 
then wen t to Presiden t Nix o n . 
Bu t Mr. Nix o n , p reo ccu p ied by self-p reserv atio n an d n o to ­ 
rio u sly u n in fo rmed abo u t the en erg y crisis, wo n ’t hav e to 
settle it. That will be do n e by Secretary o f the Treasu ry Geo rg e 
Shu ltz. 
Cutting Ash do wn 
Shu ltz, who was in stru men tal in hav in g his dep u ty , Simo n , 
p u t in charg e o f the en erg y crisis, has n o in ten tio n o f p ermitt­ 
in g Ash to in terfere with Simo n ’s o p eratio n s. The wo rd in the 
White Ho u se late this week was that Shu ltz will cu t the mig hty 
Ash do wn to size. 
He’ll hav e p len ty o f help bo th in side the admin istratio n an d 
in Co n g ress. When Ash testified befo re the Sen ate Go v ern men t 
Op eratio n s Co mmittee Thu rsday , Sen . Hen ry M. Jackso n o f 
Washin g to n , a key en erg y ex p ert, tried to make him sq u irm. 
Was it n o t tru e, he asked Ash, that the White Ho u se had 
imp o u n ded so me $4 0 millio n last su mmer that the Demo cratic 
Co n g ress had ap p ro p riated in a v ain effo rt to fo rce the admin ­ 
istratio n to step u p research an d dev elo p men t o n n ew fu els? 
Well, Ash rep lied, the mo n ey was “reserv ed,” n o t “im­ 
p o u n ded.” 
Jackso n an d o ther co n g ressio n al en erg y ex p erts blame Ash 
fo r u n dercu ttin g fo rmer White Ho u se en erg y czars James 
Akin s (n o w ambassado r in Sau di Arabia) an d Lo v e. Ash’s p er­ 
so n al lo bby in g in Co n g ress ag ain st Jackso n ’s Alaska p ip elin e 
bill amen dmen t (to resto re in v estig ato ry p o wers to the Feder­ 
al Trade Co mmissio n ) an g ered co n g ressio n al leaders. They ac­ 
cu se Ash o f try in g to p ersu ade Mr. Nix o n to v eto the p ip elin e 
bill in the in terest o f big bu sin ess’s fear o f the Jackso n amen d­ 
men t. 
Within the admin istratio n , Ash’s OMB in fu riated the En v i­ 
ro n men tal Pro tectio n Ag en cy (EPA) an d its hard-p ressed 
bo ss, Ru ssell Train . OMB slip p ed a White Ho u se p o sitio n p a­ 
p er to Co n g ress seekin g mo re delay o n au to mo bile clean -air 
emissio n stan dards witho u t first clearin g it with EPA. 
Bu t in takin g o n the redo u btable Simo n , who se n eat hair-p ar. 
an d trim Wall Street ap p earan ce co n ceal a to u g hn ess o f to tal 
self-co n fiden ce, Ash may hav e stu ck his n eck o u t to o far. 
Sen ato r Richardso n ? 
A serio u s p ro p o sal that fo rmer Atty . Gen . Ellio t Richardso n 
co n sider mo v in g his o fficial residen ce n ex t do o r to New Ham­ 
p shire fro m the an cestral ho me in Bo sto n , an d ru n fo r the 
Sen ate n ex t y ear, has been made by p ro -Richardso n New 
Hamp shire Rep u blican s. 
Richardso n was n o n -co mmittal when o n e leadin g New Ham­ 
p shire Rep u blican bro ached the idea so o n after Richardso n was 
v ictimized by the White Ho u se in the Satu rday Nig ht Massacre 
o f Oct. 20. 
A freq u en t, lo n g -time New Hamp shire skier an d su mmer v is­ 
ito r, Richardso n wo u ld ru n fo r the seat o f retirin g Rep u blican 
Sen . No rris Co tto n . Two o f the state’s mo st p ro min en t Rep u bli­ 
can s are ey ein g Co tto n ’s seat: Rep . Lo u is Wy man will defin ite­ 
ly ru n ; fo rmer Go v .

icultural 
Marketing Service 
inspector is on hand through 
ail tuese steps and more. He 
checks the quality of the pro­ 
duct and the cleanliness ol 
me equipment and the plant. 
After the washings, the as­ 
paragus is 
blanched. 
This 
means that it is partially 
cooked, quickly, in boiling 
water or steam. This is a fur­ 
ther cleaning step, and it also 
softens the asparagus so it is 
more easily handled in the rest 
ot the processing. 
If the asparagus is being 
packed as cut spears or tips, 
it is put through a cutting 
machine. Plant workers sort 
the asparagus for quality and 
remove any undesirable piec­ 
es. 
Whole spears are packed by 
hand into cans. Cut spears 
and tips are put into cans on 
a drcular filler. The cans are 
moved under holes in the fil­ 
ler and the plant worker 
helps fill the asparagus into 
the cans. 
The cans are then automati­ 
cally filled with a little hot 
water and put through

machine that exhausts the air 
from them.

Freezer storage gives the 
ouyer great flexibility. He or 
sue can buy in quantity or 
wnen tne pnce is down. 
Freezers can be a boon or a 
bust, depending on how savvy 
you are in selecting the right 
freezer, and preparing your 
food to be frozen properly. 
Consumer research publica- j 
tions are a good guide to the 
selection of a freezer. These 
magazines are available at 
most newsstands or public li­ 
braries. Rememoer, select a 
freezer that’s large enough to 
quick-freeze your rood and 
keep it coid — in the quaniir 
you’re likely to use. 
Where you put your freezer 
will have something to do 
with its ability’ to keep focd 
cold. Don’t place it next to a 
be: water heater, the furnace, 
or where the sun can beat on 
it during the day. 
Leave 
enough space so the air can 
circulate around it to dis­ 
sipate any heat radiated from 
the refrigeration coils. 
Limit the amount of food 
you piace in a treezer at any­ 
one time to the quantity that 
can be frozen in 24 hours.

F r e e z e r storage only in­ 
creases shelf life — not the 
quality of the product. 
Inspect meats and poultry 
for freezing with care. All

However, meat can become 
damaged in transit or through 
bad handling. 


U.S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture grades for beef, veal and 
lamb" are helpful guides to 
qualitv. The grading of meat 
by USDA is purely voluntary 
— at the discretion of the 
packer. 


If you are buying frozen 
meat for your freezer, make 
sure it is hard frozen. Don’t 
take soft packages — their 
contents may already be de­ 
teriorating. 
Select your meats just be­ 
fore leaving the store and get 


them home quickly. Prepare 
them for the freezer as soon 
as possible. 


C o mmo n-sense hygienic 
practices are good guides to 
sanitary 
food 
preparation. 
Wear clean clothes . . . wash, 
hands with soap and water 
thoroughly . . . wash 
all 
knives 
and 
other 
utensils. 
toTien finished cutting up one 
package of meat, wash the 
knives, forks and your cutting 
surface before starting 
on 
another package. This will 
p r e v e n t your 
cross-con­ 
taminating 
your 
meat 
or 
poultry. 


All meat should be wrapped 
in moisture and vapor proof 
packaging materials. Alumi­ 
num 
foil 
is 
excellent 
for 
wrapping 
irregularly-shaped 
packages. The objective is to 
exclude as much air as pos­ 
sible. Air causes oxidation, 
impairing 
the 
appearance, 
flavor and texture of meats. 
Frozen meats can be stored 
indefinitely, if held at 0 de­ 
grees or lower temperatures. 
Eating quality and nutritive 
value do change, but very 
slowly at 0 degrees or below. 
Rate of change increases 


rapidly as the temperature 
rises. The loss of quality in 
storage is directly related to 
the temperature and 
time 
food is held above zero. 


Meats can be cooked with 
or without thawing. Starting 
with a frozen piece of meat 
does not materially affect it’s 
taste or texture. But, insert a 
meat thermometer as soon as 
the meat is softened enough, 
so you can check on the inter­ 
nal 
temperatures 
to 
know 
when its properly cooked. 


When thawing meats for 
cooking, thaw in the refri­ 
gerator at below 40 degrees to 


p r e v e n t 
bacterial 
con­ 
tamination. 
Remember, 
all 
meats contain some bacteria, 
and 
become 
further 
con­ 
taminated 
during 
handling. 
Freezing and cooking meat at 
the proper temperatures pre­ 
vents bacterial growth. 


If thawing in the refrigera­ 
tor is too slow, place the 
meat in a tightly wrapped 
waterproof package in cold 
water or under running old 
water. 


Follow these hints and let 
your freezer help you save 
money on frozen meats and 
poultry.

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Do appliances add Meat prices drop for fall parties 
to energy crisis? 


NEW YORK (UPI) - More 
than a third of the 820,000 
portable electric dishwashers 
sold in the United States in 
197 2 were shipped during die 
last quarter of the year, in 
expectation of Christmas busi­ 
ness. 
While a dishwasher may 
not be everyone’s most che- 
r i s h e d Christmas present, 
portable electric kitchen ap­ 
pliances are a consistently 
popular gift, says the Associa- 
tiation of Home Appliance 
Manufacturers (AHAM). The 
trade group estimates that 
about half of all such articles 
are sold at this season — 
ranging from 20 per cent of 
all blenders to more than 50 
per cent of corn poppers, cof­ 
fee urns, electric knives, hot 
plates, griddles and fondue 
units. 
How much this contributes 
to the growing energy crisis 
is hard to determine. A spokes­ 
man for the Chicago trade as­ 
sociation said fuel for cooking 
represents only five per cent 
of the total energy picture. 
Home heating and lighting, 
for instance, use much more. 
The spokesman also said it’s 
probably more economical to 
use small appliances 
than 
range-top and oven units for 
many jobs, unless you cook 
an entire meal in the oven. 
On the other hand, devices 
such as yogurt makers, elec­ 
tric can openers, ice crushers 
and 
popcorn 
poppers 
are 
about as essential to most of 
us as a third hand. Con­ 
venient, yes. Necessary, no. 
Yogurt is easily made in 
Mason jars kept warm in 
inexpensive, insulated picnic 
bags, or in vacuum bottles. 
An electric can opener is a 
necessity for someone with 
hand disabilities, but not for 
the able-bodied. 
Ice trays that make chips 
or cracked ice in an ordinary 
refrigerator-freezer unit are 
widely available at a fraction 
of the cost of electric cru­ 
shers, whose chief demerit in 
my book is not so much cost 
and energy demand as noise 
pollution. 
A pressure cooker with its 
sealing ring and pressure 
gauge removed makes an ex­ 
cellent range-top corn popper. 
S o m e - electrical gadgets 
burn less wattage than a 
standard light bulb but others 
use 500 or more watts. The 
cumulative effect of using 
manual substitutes can help 
save energy, just as lowered 
heating thermostats and turn­ 
ed-off light bulbs do. 
At the same time, some 
portable electrical appliances 
represent ecbriomiCdl, useful 
buys for many households. 
A toaster-oven that preheats 
in two minutes instead of the 
10 to 15 minutes required for 
full-size ovens can roast or 
bake a casserole for a one or 
two-member household, make 
toast, bake or heat small 
q u a n t i t i e s of rolls and 
cookies. 
A blender, like a toaster* 
oven, is a high-wattage user, 
but its operating times are so 
brief that it represents no 
serious energy drain. In sec­ 
onds, it can puree cooked 
vegetables and fruits to make 
small servings of soup from 
food that might otherwise be 
thrown out. 
A blender can also puree 
freshly 
cooked 
fruits 
and 
vegetables 
for 
homemade 
baby and junior foods before 
seasoning is added for adult 
members of the household. 
Holla ndaise 
sauce 
that 
takes 10 minutes or more to 
make on a range-top can be 
blended in a small fraction of 
that time, with butter quickly 
premelted. 
Homemade blended nut but­ 
ters often are cheaper than 
t h e i r commercial counter­ 
parts and can be made in 
small quantities to assure 
freshness. 
An electric food grinder can 
pay for itself quickly in terms 
of purchase price and oper­ 
ating costs if you use it to 
grind raw meat instead of 
buying the ready-ground kind

“ With uncertainty about the 
duration and economic impact 
of the (oil) embargo it is 
hardly 
surprising that 
the 
consumer is confused and is 
likely to be confused until our 
government establishes clear 
cut policy directions to meet 
this emergency,” Gerstenberg 
said. 
The confusion already has 
sent sales of new cars slipp­ 
ing. 
especially

larger 
models. Sales were off nearly 
13 per cent in November as 
automakers found themselves 
unable to meet demand for 
small models. About 200.000 
auto workers face layoffs be­ 
fore and after Christmas be­ 
cause of the slump.

MOSCOW (UPI) - Five e x ­ 
perimental vehicles using na­ 
tural gas instead of gasoline 
are being tested on Moscow 
streets, the Tass news agency 
said Saturday. 
Engineers found them re­ 
liable and needing only "in­ 
significant” 
adjustments, 
Tass said in reporting initial 
results. 
The vehicles, manufactured 
at the Gorky auto works, are 
similar to automobiles, except 
their fuel tanks are replaced 
by a cylinder with liquefied 
gas. 
The advantage of the natur­ 
al gas vehicles is that they do 
not pollute the air and are 
cheap to operate. 
The first natural gas ve­ 
hicles 
were 
tested 
in 
the 
1930s, but they wrere crude 
and at the time there was a 
shortage of natural gas, Tass 
said. 
The Soviet Union has large 
gas deposits in Siberia and 
Central Asia. 
By 1976, Moscow will have 
about 35,000 natural gas cars, 
trucks, buses and taxis oper­ 
ating on its streets, Tass said. 
Improving the environment 
has 
also 
prompted 
devel­ 
opment of electric vehicles, 
the 
agency 
said. 
Already 
being tested is

minibus

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
leading House proponent of 
mandatory treatment for drug 
addicted veterans said today 
the government has "callous­ 
ly disregarded” the needs of 
returning 
drug 
casualties, 
c a u s i n g a “national dis­ 
grace.” 


Basing his comments on a 
90 page General Accounting 
Office (GAO) study he re­ 
quested, Rep. John M. Mur­ 
phy, D-N.Y., said he would 
propose legislation to rectify 
the problem, 
since 
admin­ 
istration plans for handling 
G.Ï. 
addicts 
have 
ranged 
f r o m 
“ineffective 
to 
dis­ 
astrous.” 


His legislative proposals, he 
said, 
would 
include, 
when 
necessary, 
mandatory 
civil 
commitment of drug-addicted 
servicemen to a federal pro­ 
gram of treatment for up to 
42 months of medical aid and 
rehabilitation. 
Murphy said because there 
was no effort to rehabilitate 
o r 
treat 
service-connected 
drug addiction, veterans re­ 
turning 
from 
Vietnam 
and 
other parts of the world are 
unable to get jobs, promo­ 
tions. education, or licenses to 
practice a trade. 
He also said that, "most 
tragic of all, many of these 
men who fought honorably in 
the war in Southeast Asia are 
unable to 
discontinue drug 
use because they* are unable 
to find any treatment at all.” 
“The administration wanted 
to give them 24 days of de­ 
toxification and get them out 
of the Army,” he said. "All 
this 
accomplished 
wTas 
to 
enable the addict to support a 
state-side habit.” 
Murphy said the military’s 
program to review druecon- 
nect^d discharges for possible 
recharaoterization 
was 
a 
“worthy goal,” but the GAO 
report showed the program 
“is severly deficient.” 
New legislation is “sorely 
needed,” 
Murphy said, 
be­ 
cause, “the problem of milita­ 
ry addiction cannot be solved 
by quietly slipping a detoxed 
serviceman 
back 
onto 
the 
streets 
and 
alleys 
of 
our 
cities. It hasn’t worked and it 
won't work.”

New satellite will 
dip into atmosphere 


WASHINGTON 
(U PI) 
- 
The Space agency plans to 
launch a new type Explorer 
satellite hte Thursday that 
will swoop in and out ot the 
upper fringes of earths at­ 
mosphere on command from 
ground control stations. 
The 1,450-pound spacecralt 
will spend a few days at a 
time in an orbit coming with­ 
in 72 miles of the earth to stu­ 
dy the atmospheric 
regions 
where interaction with energy 
from the sun has a key role 
in earth’s weather. 
Th e 
satellite 
is to 
be 
launched at 10:13 p.m. PST 
from Vandenberg Air Force 
Base, Calii., into an initial or­ 
bit ranging from 93 to 2.5C;0 
miles 
high. 
After 
a 
few 
weeks, small rockets aboard 
the satellite will drop its orbit 
to as low as 72 miles high. 
The Explorer cannot stay 
that low for more than few 
davs because of high heating 


from air friction, and because 
the draft of the atmosphere 
would slow it so it would 
gradually drop 
deeper into 
the atmosphere. The rockets 
will then raise it to a higher 
orbit. The dips will be re­ 
peated several times.

European s ummit floating on oil

COPENHAGEN 
(UPI) 
Nine worried men will 
sit 
down for a “ fireside su mmit" 
in this Scandinavian capital 
this week to try to save the 
dream of Eu ropean u nity. 
The su mmit on Dec. 14-15 
will bring together the presi­ 
dents or prime ministers of 
the nine Eu ropean Common 
Market nations. At the top of 
their agenda will be oil and 
how to get it withou t ransom­ 
ing Eu rope as an independent 
power. 
Or rather it wou ld be at the 
top of the agenda if they had 
an agenda. 
The leaders have billed this 
su mmit as a “fireside chat” 
and have dispensed with su ch 
trappings as agendas, com­ 
mu niqu es and 
position 
pa­ 
pers— all in an attempt to 
avoid being pressu red 
into 
making decisions. 
They 
already 
have 
been 
criticized by politicians and 
newspapers who feel some 
hard decisions are needed. 
Bu t the last Eu ropean su m­ 
mit meeting —in Paris last 
year—took too many decisions 
and Eu rope has spent the 
past year trying u nsu ccesfu lly 
to live u p to it. 
That 
su mmit 
proclaimed 
the target of a “Eu ropean 
u nion” by 1980. Toward this 
end, it ordered the Common 
Market to come u p with an 
energy policy, a social policy, 
a scientific policy and an in­ 
du strial policy by the end of 
this year. As it stood then, 
the Common Market was only 
a cu stoms u nion with a mu ch- 
criticized agricu ltu ral policy. 
No more. 
Bu reau cratic infighting af­ 
ter the admission of Britian, 
Ireland and Denmark to Com­ 
mon Market membership took 
u p the first third of the year. 
Su ccessive crises over money, 
inflation, food shortages and 
oil deflected other planning. 
In the end, all the policies 
that were to have b e e n in 
place by now either did not 
get done, or were erected in 
name only, with no meat on 
their bones.

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Drawing doctor says, art 
will give peace of mind 


Hits the

WARWICK, N.Y. (NEA) - 
Frederick Franck possesses a 
talent that is rare in the 
boom and rattle of modem 
society: he knows how to find 
peace of mind. 
For instance, he says, when 
he first heard of the outbreak 
of the recent Mideast war, he 
was stunned. 
“ I am allergic to war any­ 
where and this made me feel 
almost suicidal,” he recalls. 
‘‘But I went for a walk to a 
field near my home and I be­ 
gan to draw. I began to draw 
grass, nothing more. But to 
draw it I had to look at it and 
soon I began to see every­ 
thing more clearly again.” 


Franck, a Holland-born 67- 
year-old doctor, dentist and 
artist, is no escapist. 
He 
worked for three years as an 
oral surgeon with Dr. Albert 
Schweitzer’s hospital in Ga­ 
bon, he is the author of 15 
books and his art is displayed 
in more than 20 museums 
around the world. 
“ Art is subersive,” he says. 
“ Through art you can get out­ 
side yourself and really get to 
know something. And it is 
very hard to destroy someth­ 
ing you have drawn and come 
to know.” 
Frankc settled in Warwick 
10 years ago, rebuilding an 
old hotel and grist mill into 
his present home and a small,

nonsectarian meditating cha­ 
pel he calls “ a sacred space.” 
The chapel, named “ Pacem 
in Terris” after the second 
Vatican council, is also used 
for plays and concerts and is 
the tourist attraction in this 
calm, wooded town about an 
hour’s drive from New York 
City. 
Franck himself now spends 
most of his time writing and 
drawing and has just pub­ 
lished a book, “ The Zen of 
Seeing: 
Seeing-Drawing 
as 
Meditation.” 
‘ ‘ I 
have 
learned,” 
he 
writes, “ that what I have not 
drawn I have never really 
seen, and that when I start 
drawing an ordinary thing I 
realize how extraordinary it 
is, sheer miracle: the branch­ 
ing of a tree, the structure of 
a 
dandelion’s 
seed 
puff 
‘mouse is miracle enough to 
stagger sextillions of 
indi- 
del’s,’ says Walt Whitman.” 
“ While drawing a rock I 
learn nothing ‘about’ rocks 
but let this particular rock 
reveal its rockeyness. While 
drawing grasses I learn noth­ 
ing ‘about’ grass, but wrake 
up to the winder of this grass 
and its growing, to the won­ 
der that there is grass at 
ail.” 
Franck concedes that 220 
million Americans could not, 
say, solve the energy crisis 
by sitting down nsemble to 
draw’ petroleum, but he ar­ 
gues that the drawing itself 
makes people better able to 
understand and cope with 
their own reactions. And, he 
adds, what and how well you 
draw is irrelevant.

Moscone, 
urbane 
44-year-old liberal Democrat 
from 
San 
Francisco, 
was 
prospecting for votes in the 
fiercely independent and po­ 
litically conservative Califor­ 
nia Motherlode. 
He 
visited 
the 
sparsely 
populated communities of the 
Gold 
Rush 
country’ 
in 
a 
fourwheel drive vehicle as 
part of a border-to-border 2,- 
500 mile preprimary cam­ 
paign tour of California. 
Moscone, running fourth in 
a recent public opinion poll in 
a field of seven Democratic 
gubernatorial 
contenders, 


started Nov. 26 in the tiny 
Siskiyou County community of 
Hilt and plans to finish Dec. 
15 at San Ysidro on the Mexi­ 
can border. 
While other gubernatorial 
hopefuls 
are 
concentrating 
their 
campaigns 
in 
major 
metropolitan areas such as 
Los Angeles, San Diego, San 
Francisco and 
Sacramento, 
Moscone headed into the back 
country with only occasional 
campaign runs into the cities. 
He intends 
to 
campaign 
hard in the cities after the 
first of the year, but n the 
meantime is on what he calls 
a “ listening” journey through 
rural areas where gubernato­ 
rial contenders seldom ven­ 
ture. 
“ People up north, they real­ 


ly feel government doesn’t ex­ 
ist for them except for their 
l o n g t i m e district repre­ 
sentatives in the legislature,” 
Moscone said as his borrowed 
four-wheel drive truck pushed 
deeper into the Motherlode. 
Moscone, leaning to wave 
at a passing Highway Patrol­ 
man, explained to his passen­ 
gers, “ These people have to 
know you care.

There 
has to be the picture of a 
complete candidate and not of 
a political strategist.”

coach. 
If the layoff doesn’t take 
too much off Chamberlain’s

$1.8-million 
three-year 
con­ 
tract as a player-coach. 
“ We’re studying the issue 
to determine what in fact we 
could do.” said Seymour S 
Goldberg, Chamberlain’s at­ 
torney in Los Angeles. “ But 
as a practical matter the sea­ 
son is running, and it’s prob­ 
lematical as to whether we 
could get a hearing in time 
for it to be meaningful.”

Recreation 


Basketball has certainly grown as a recreational activity the 
past few years. Pomona will have close to 2000 youths and 
adults involved in some type of roundball program. Less than 
half that many participated three years ago. 
Almost 600 men and women will play in the Civic Leagues. 
There is still the possibility of even more. Openings exist for 
additional teams in the Women’s and Slo-Break Leagues. 
The Pomona Park and Recreation Department’s youth or­ 
ganization league will put approximatly 200 boys on the court. 
Churches, Boy Scout troops and the like play in this program. 
Registration closes on December 21, so a group may yet sign 
up. 
The Pomona YMCA has gotten into the act this year. They 
have 68 boys playing on eight teams. Four of the squads are in 
the 7, 8 and 9-year-old category, while the remaining are 10, 11 
and 12-year-old teams. 
Denny Palmer, Physical Director of the “ Y” , has plans to 
add a junior high division that would combine with Claremont 
for a league. The more teams the better. 
The largest program is the local Park and Recreation De­ 
partments’ leagues for boys and girls. At least 900 youths will 
participate with the prospects of going much higher very good. 
There are two divisions for both the boys and girls. The girls 
division one is for 7th, 8th and 9th grade girls. Division two is 
for the 4th, 5th and 6th graders. The boys have the same 
breakdown except that division one doesn’t include 9th gra­ 
ders. 
Players may register now at all of the elementary and jun­ 
ior high schools after school recreation programs. Students 
who attend private schools should register at the area closest 
to their residence. 
Games will be played on Friday evenings and during the 
day Saturdays beginning on Jan. 4. Before that the players 
have the benefit of a long Christmas vacation highlighted with 
daily workouts and skill development. 
Pomona divides their youth basketball program up into six 
areas. This cuts down on cross town travel and in general is 
more convenient for both parents and participants. 
The hub of each area is a junior high school. Games are 
played there along with most of the practical sessions. The 
recreation leader at those areas serves as the league director. 
Every boy and girl who signs up is placed on a team and 
most play at least one half of each game. Rosters are limited 
to between eight and ten players. 


Coaches needed 
The key to the success of this program is securing volunteer 
coaches. Knowledge of the game is nice, but the most impor­ 
tant quality is the desire to get involved with the kids. 
A clinic for all the volunteer coaches is planned. The staffs 
at each of the junior high recreation programs will assist m 
the skill instruction. So all the volunteer really needs to do is 
keep the youngster organized. 
v 
The purpose of the program is to offer each boy and girl the 
opportunity of playing on a basketball team. That will be ach­ 
ieved if there are ample volunteer coaches. If you are inter­ 
ested, contact the Pomona Recreation Department at 620-2321. 
The leagues discussed above won’t be the only recreation 
basketball activity this season. Contests for free throw shoot­ 
ing, one on one competition and all around skills have been 
planned for the latter part of January and early February. 
There is one event planned between now and the end of the 
year. Cal Poly’s Optimist Club and basketball team, along 
with Pomona Park and Recreation Departments will hold a 
skills contest on Thursday, Dec. 27 beginning at 9 a.m. 
Registration forms and information on the events will be in 
the hands of your local recreation leader next Monday. Par­ 
ticipants must pre-register with the leaders. This should be an 
outstanding activity. 
Yhe top three finalists receive trophies. A1 of the partici­ 
pants will receive passes to the Cal Poly and Purdue (Calu­ 
met) game on Saturday, December 29. The skills winners will 
be crowned at half time of that game. 
There is little doubt that basketball has become a major 
sport in Pomona. If space will allow, the growth will continue.

Legalizing of witchcraft draws columnist's wrath 


GEOR GETOWN, 
Guyana 
(U PI) — Prime Minister For­ 
bes Burnham’s proposal to 
legalize a popular local sorce­ 
ry known as “ obeah” has be­ 
come the leading street-cor- 
ner topic throughout the Eng­ 
lish-speaking Caribbean. 
Among those who are, at 
least, not horrified by the 
proposal 
are, 
interestingly, 
the local leaders of the Angli­ 
can 
and 
R oman 
Catholic 
churches. 
Among those who are horri­ 
fied at the prospect of the 
open practice of witchcraft 
learned from African ances­ 
tors, is leading West Indian 
columnist 
Alister 
Hughes, 
who terms obeah “ fraudulent 
and criminal” . 
The British systematically 
o u t l a w e d the practice of 
obeah among the slaves as 
soon as they were delivered 


to the West Indies, but the 
practice has survived clandes­ 
tinely through 300 years, and 
is still known throughout the 
former British colonies. 
Burnham’s logic in prop­ 
osing that obeah be legalized 
was simply that obeah is a 
part of the culture of the 
West Indian peoples just as 
much as the Christian rites, 
or in the case of Guyana and 
Trinidad, the Hindu rites. 
He told a meeting of his 
People’s National 
Congress 
party, the outlawing of obeah 
was an attempt by the British 
masters to cutrail “ us cultu­ 
rally,” and there was no rea­ 
son for the independent Com­ 
monwealth Caribbean nations 
to perpetuate this degrading 
attitude toward their own cul­ 
ture. 
“ Both worhip and mysteries 
are part of people’s lives, but 


it is made an offense to prac­ 
tice those things which come 
from our ancestors,” Burn­ 
ham said. 
The R ev. Andrew Morrison, 
the R oman 
Catholic 
vicar 
general here, commented that 
he had nothing against the 
legalization of obeah. 
“ I don’t believe the practice 
of obeah would harm the 
Church and it is good Guya­ 
nese should realize the fact 
that they should regain what 
they lost from their cultural 
heritage,” Morrison said. 
The opposition People’s 
Progressive Party, which fol­ 
lows a scientific Marxist-Le- 
nininst line, was appalled by 
Burnham’s decision. 
“ In a century when science 
has made so many advances, 
when man has already, wal­ 
ked on the moon, to go back 
to an era of superstition and 


denial of science and logic is 
nothing short of tragic,” a 
party statement said. 
The general secretary of 
the important Mahatma Gan­ 
dhi Organization, Dr. Balwant 
Singh, also voiced opposition, 
saying, “ The, entire basis tor 
the practice of obeah is igno­ 
rance and superstition with 
exploitation of the innocent 
and untutored by a few crafty 
and ruthless operators.” More 
than half the 680.000 Guya­ 
nese are of East Indian des­ 
cent. 
Hughes, a Grenadian whose 
column appears in several 
Commonwealth 
Caribbean 
newspapers, described obeah 
as “ sinister.” . 
His column ooposing the 
legalization of the practice 
said, “ The West Indians have 
any doubt as to the role of 
poison in obeah. It is an es­ 


sential backup to the ritual 
mumbo jumbo directed by the 
obeahman against his vic­ 
tim” . 
In addition to poisoning vic­ 
tims, Hughes said, “ It is a 
well known obeah belief that 
the heart of a child fed to a 
race horse will insure a win. 
That a cup of human blood 
taken in the right moon will 
p r o d u c e beneficial results. 
And that the spirit of a man 
killed with a mounted stick 
remains the slave of the mur­ 
derer forever.” 
On the island of Dominica, 
where obeah has perhaps re­ 
mained strongest and where a 
number of recent police raids 
were conducted against al­ 
leged obeah houses, a govern­ 
ment minister said there was 
no chance the local govern­ 
ment would follow Burnham’s 
lead. 


In Barbados, considered one 
of the more sophisticated of 
the Commonwealth Caribbean 
nations, the daily Advocate- 
News editorialized: 
“There 
might 
be 
some 
c a u s e for amusement in 
people taking bush baths; 
mumbling certain rituals at 
cross roads, and what have 
you. But if at any stage these 
practices can lead to the en­ 
dangering of the lives of other 
people, as did happen to the 
child who was killed in the 
Salt Pond Murder, we can 
well appreciate that beyond a 
point, obeah is not something 
with which we should trifle. 
“ Furthermore, 
we 
would 
hate to believe that we are so 
desperate for a cultural in- 
dsntity that we would encour­ 
age people to literally turn to 
the 
devil 
in 
our 
frantic 
search,” the editorial added.

(UPI) - The 
eastern portion of the nation 
may get some help irom 
Mother Nature during the na­ 
tion’s fuel1 crisis. 


A professor of meteorology 
at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology says he expects 
mild winters over the eastern 
two-thirds of the nation be­ 
cause of sunspot cycles. 


Prof. Hurd C. Willett said 
that, “ According to the cli­ 
matic evidence that I have 
gathered, I would expect in 
the eastern two-thirds of the 
country-—where the bulk of 
the winter fuel use is con­ 
centrated — that these next 
three winters would very defi­ 
nitely tend to be warmer 
than normal. 
•'I would epxect that those 
winter months (December, 
January and February) dur­ 
ing the next three years to 
average maybe two or three 
degrees warmer than normal 
and that would be quite sig­ 
nificant from the point of fuel 
consumption.’*

City school trustees break tradition,

L atest energy plan 
to mean less gas 
and higher prices 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The admin­ 
istration today proposed new fuel allo­ 
cations regulations that would result in 
less gasoline and higher prices for the 
consumer. 
The proposed regulations, announced 
by new energy chief William E. Simon, 
call for an increase in production of 
distillates such as home heating oil, 
petrochemicals, and residual fuel oil 
that is used by power plants. 
The new mandatory program, sup­ 
plementing an incentive program an­ 
nounced last week, would cut back 
gasoline output by an estim ated 15 per 
cent and raise heating oil 8 or 9 cents 
a gallon and gasoline 6 or 7 cents a 
gallon.

Russians promising 
more food, housing 
MOSCOW 
(UPI) - The Soviet gov­ 
ernment announced today a 
record 
budget for 1974 and promised its citi­ 
zens more consumer goods, housing 
and food on the table next year. 
Finance Minister Vasily Garbuzov 
told the Supreme Soviet (parliament) 
the budget would reach $259.9 billion, 
up more than 6 per cent from 1973. 
He said defense spending would total 
$23.5 billion, down slightly from this 
year. But Western military experts re­ 
gard the announced defense figure as 
meaningless. They say the real figure 
may be triple that amount, with de­ 
fense funds concealed in heavy in­ 
dustry and other sectors of the budget. 


The proposed rales are scheduled to 
take effect Dec. 27. They were pre­ 
pared for publication in the Federal 
Register. The proposals are not final 
but proDably will take this general 
form when put into effect after allow­ 
ing time for public comment. 
Under the proposals, a priority of 
users will be established. Emergency 
services such as fire and police depart­ 
ments, public transportation, agricul­ 
ture and fuel production will get 100 
per cent of their requirements. Other 
users will get about 90 per cent. All 
specifics of the proposal were not im­ 
mediately disclosed, but the Washing­ 
ton Star-News said these were among 
its elements: 
—A cutback in gasoline output by 15 
per cent at the refinery level, plus an 
additional 10 per cent at the gasoline 
pump. 
—Electric utilites will have to bear 
the shortages in heavy heating oils, 
possibly necessitating power cutbacks, 
especially in the Northeast. 
— Big domestic air carriers would be 
allotted 95 per cent of their 1972 use 
until Jan. 7 and 85 per cent after that.

FDA aid sought in 
can label warning 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A coalman 
of consumer groups joined with 31 
members of Congress today to ask the 
Food and Drug Administration to re­ 
quire a new kind of warning on food 
labels. 


It would read: "Warning: Unlabeled 
ingredients contained in this product.” 
Rep. Benjamin S. Rosenthal, D-N.Y., 
who is coordinating the FDA petition 
with Consumers Union and the other 
groups, said such a warning is needed 
because food manufacturers are now 
required to list only certain ingredients 
and fail to disclose other “often dang­ 
erous," or controversial, contents.

Minister needs extra measure

WASHINGTON, Pa. (UPI) - A Bap­ 
tist minister who also works as a state 
explosive expert turned to prayer when 
police asked him to disarm a bomb 
made by a mental patient. 
“This was the first bomb 1 actually 
disarmed, fully took apart,” the Rev. 
William E. Davis, 48, pastor of the 
First Baptist Church in nearby Bridge- 
ville and an inspector with the Pen­ 
nsylvania Division of Explosives, said 
Tuesday. “Of course, prayer was my 
first thought in that I’d be guided in 
the right direction.” 
Police called Davis to the home of 
William 
Blue 
recently a f t e r Blue 
reported his son, Charles, 26, had tele­ 
phoned from Mayview State Hospital 
to say a bomb was hidden in their 


home. 
Officers said Charles, an Army de­ 
molitions expert in Vietnam, appar­ 
ently concealed the explosive before 
his arrest two months ago on charges 
of disorderly conduct and resisting a r­ 
rest and subsequent transfer to May- 
new for psychiatric examination. 
Davis said the bomb was “ well con­ 
structed” of gunpowder, bullets, cas­ 
sette tapes, plastic cigarette boxes, 
i-teel wool and automotive wire—but no 
detonator. 
“ It could have

erous thing had it been detonated.*' 
said Davis, who disarmed the bomb in 
the street. “ It was a harrowing kind ol 
experience.

Germany, Czechs ink nonaggression 
treaty, establish diplomatic relations 


PRAGUE (UPI) — West Germany 
and Czechoslovakia put their “woetul 
past” behind today and began a new 
era in relations aimed at solving the 
problems of the present. 
W e s t 
German 
Chancellor 
Willy 
Brandt wrent into meetings with top 
Czech officials today after the two na­ 
tions Tuesday established diplomatic 
relations and signed a six-point non-ag­ 
gression treaty. 
Brandt told a news i onference today 
that West Germany would establish 
diplomatic relations with Bulgaria and 
Hungary “within the next few days.” 
Brandt scheduled talks with Commu­ 
nist leader Gustav Husak and Prem ier 
Lubomir Strougal to discuss “ substan­ 
tive issues” such as European security 
and the status of West Berlin. German 


officials said. 
The treaty signed Tuesday nullified 
the 1938 Munich Agreement that ceded 
Czechoslovakia’s western provinces to 
Nazi Germany.

“ will put an end, once and for all, to 
the woeful past in their relations.” 
The signing ceremony in the flood-lit 
reception hall of Czemin Palace also 
marked the beginning of the last phase 
of Brandt’s “Ostpolitik” Eastern policy 
aimed at normalizing West Germany’s 
relations with its Communist neigh­ 
bors. 
Brandt, who won the 1971 Nobel 
peace prize for his drive tow’ard de­ 
tente with the East, signed similar 
non-aggression treaties with the Soviet 
Union and Poland in 1970, followed by

an agreem ent with East Germany last 
year. 
Bulgaria and Hungary, the only two 
East European countries still without 
diplomatic ties with Bonn, have said 
they would endorse similar treaties af­ 
ter the Prague accord.

Brandt said, “ We 
have improved the possibility to bear 
the responsibility for our interests, in­ 
cluding the interests of the people of 
West Berlin in accordance with the 
four-power agreem ent.” 
The four-power Berlin 
agreement, 
signed in 1971 by the United States, 
Britain, France and the Soviet Union, 
defined the status of the divided city, 
giving West Germany responsibility 
over the inhabitants of West Berlin.

Face shot off in war, ex-GI's 
plight finally draws attention

CHICAGO (UPI) - Leroy Bailey's 
“ face was shot off’’ in the Vietnam 
w ar in 1968. 
For five years he survived on a li­ 
quid diet in a world of blindness, with 
little hope things would get better and 
no help from 
the Veterans Admin­ 
istration. 
Then Pulit/er Prize winning column­ 
ist Mike Royko wrote about Bailey’s 
plight and the veteran suddenly got ac­ 
tion— from President Nixon. 
An administration spokesman said 
the President became “ quite angry” 
when he read Rovkd's column in the 
Chicago Daily News Tuesday, Nixon 
ordered 
VA 
Administrator 
Donald 
Johnson “ to get this boy in a hospital.” 
Baiiev, 26, was promptly admitted to 
H ints VA Hospital west of Chicago for 
whatever treatm ent he needs. 
“ I’m amazed at how quickly things 
can get changed around,” said Bailey’s 
brother, Eldon, who has housed him 
since they gave up on getting assis­ 
tance from the VA two years ago. 
“ We’ve been living this way for two 
years,” he said. 
Following the 1968 explosion, Bailey 
underwent a series of operations at 
Hines VA Hospital for three years, 
then was told the VA could do nothing 
to help him. 
But there was still something Bailey 


wanted—to be able to eat solid foods. 
He met a doctor who said she could 
make it possible. 


I he VA refused to pay the surgical 
fees, saying Bailey was not seeking 
treatment (or a “ service-connected di->- 
ability.” 


Bailey went back to his brother’s 
basement, where he knits wool hats 
and listens to the radio or a tape play­ 
er, and continued to feed himself with 
a large syringe which squirts liquid 
foods into the hole w'here his mouth 
used to be. 


“ One of his (Leroy’s) friends hap­ 
pened to meet one of Royko’s assis­ 
tants and they agreed to do a story7 on 
him,” Eldon said. “ Now the VA does 
find out that the injury was service- 
connected.” 


Eldon, 33, said “ all I’m hoping for is 
that Leroy can get fixed so he can eat 
solid foods again. As long as those 
things get accomplished that’s what 
counts” . 
Eldon 
added, 
however, 
that 
his 
brother had not 
give 
up hope 
on 
someday having his face reconstructed. 
“ In civilian prices in civilian hospi­ 
tals, I would say it would cost $200,000 
or $300,000.” he said. “ But the VA—it 
doesn’t cost them so much. They’ve 
brought in top specialists. 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Fire broke out 
aboard the carrier USS Kitty Hawk at 
sea Tuesday, killing six crewmen and 
injuring 38, the Navy said. 
The ship was about 700 miles east of 
the Philippines, steaming for Vietnam, 
when fire broke out in the main mach­ 
inery room, according to a spokesman 
for the Pacific Fleet. 
The blaze occured almost eight years 
to the day after a similar fire and in 
the same place. On Dec. 6. 1965. a fire 
in the main machinery room killed two 
crewmen and injured 29. 
“ The Kitty Hawk is still capable of 
performing its assigned mission. No 
vital functioning equipment was dam ­ 
aged,” said Pacific Fleet headquarters 
in Honolulu. 
The Kitty Hawk left San Diego Nov. 
23, on its fir^t voyage to Vietnamese 
waters since a race riot aboard the 
vhip 14 months ago. After the fire, it 
was ordered to return to Subic Bay, in 
the Philippines, the Navy said. 
The cause of the fire was not known. 
Four of the injured suffered minor 
burns and 34 minor smoke inhalation, 
the Navy said. 
The names of the dead were withheld 
until their families have been notified. 
The Kitty Hawk is 1,062 feet long, 
weighs 80,000 tons and carries 5,500 
men. It is the flag ship of Rear Adm. 
Donald C. Davis. 
In two days of 
fighting between 
white and black crewmen in October ot 
last year. 46 men were injured. At that 
time it was also heading for Vietna­ 
mese waters from Subic Bay. Charges 
were brought against 29 crewmen, of 
whom 17 were convicted.

The study, titled “ Break the 
Banks,” was prepared by the 
San Francisco Consumer Ac­ 
tion organization. 
It found that to borrow $700 
for one year under the same 
conditions; i.e., an unsecured 
personal loan, would cost the 
borrower $49 at one bank and 
$101.60 at another.

Rockefeller's 15 years as governor: unparalleled energy, achievement 


» . 


Nelson Aldrich Rockefeller, 
a millionaire Republican, was 
elected governor of one of the 
country’s richest and most 
politically volatile states in 
his first bid for public office. 
The 49th man to serve as 
governor of New York, Rock­ 
efeller. 65, is the country’s 
senior governor in terms of 
length of service. In New 
York, he is second only to the 
state’s first chief executive. 
George Clinton, who served 
for a total of 20 years and 10 
months. 
Rockefeller announced Tues­ 
day he would resign the post 
he has held for almost 15 
years. 
T h e 
Rockefeller 
admin­ 
istration, which officially be­ 
gan Jan. 1, 1959. has been 
marked by an energy some 
view as unparalleled since the 
building of the Erie Canal in 
the administration of Gov. De 
Witt Clinton. 
The Rockefeller programs 
In social welfare, education, 
the state university, highway 
construction, 
new 
buildings 
and 
virtually 
every 
other 
phase of state government 
have reached new highs. 
The Rockefeller years also 
have been marked by qua­ 
drupled spending, which be­ 
gan with Rockefeller’s first 
proposed budget of $2.041 bil­ 
lion through this fiscal year’s 
$8.881 billion spending prop­ 
osal. 
State government employ­ 
ment, which was about 90.000 
when Rockefeller took office, 
has risen to about 185,000, in­ 
cluding employes of quasi- 
govemmental authorities and 
commissions. 
In terms of magnitude and 
lasting impressions, Rockefel­ 
ler’s drive to create a power­ 
ful state university system 
probably 
will 
remain 
his 
greatest achievement. 
When Rockefeller took of­ 
fice, the system was a so­ 
mewhat antiquated collection 
of “ teacher and cow’* colleges 
that since has been trans- 


proach soon gave way to the 
familiar “ hiya fella,” wink- 
and grin “ Rocky” that proved 
a delight to political cartoon­ 
ists and headline writers. 
In 1962. Rockefeller turned 
back 
his 
first 
challenger, 
Robert Morgenthau. In the 
1966 
campaign, 
Rockefeller 
soundly beat Frank O’Connor, 


and he won his fourth term in 
1970 by trouncing former U.S. 
Supreme Court Justice Arthur 
Goldberg. 
Through all those years, 
M a l c o l m Wilson was his 
lieutenant governor. Attorney 
General Louis J. Lefkowitz, 
who was elected two years 
before Rockefeller, was the 


third member of the GOP’s 
big three. Rockefeller has had 
a 
Democratic 
comptroller, 
Arthur Levitt, throughout his 
incumbency. 
Rockefeller has made three 
major challenges for the GOP 
presidential 
nomination. 
In 
1960. he was one of Richard 
Nixon’s 
major 
challengers, 


but he withdrew early in the 
preconvention maneuvering. 
Political observers say he 
waited too long in 1964, and 
the party’s eventual candi­ 
date, Sen. Barry M. Goldwa- 
ter of Arizona, sewed up the 
nomination by early work 
with key delegations.

U.S. District Court Judge 
Irving Hall set Jan. 16 for 
sentencing. Priddy—a veteran 
of 11 major league seasons 
and currently a self-employed 
advertising executive—faces a

years in prison and a $10,000 
line. 
Priddy showed no emotion 
when the guilty verdict was 
returned by the jury of 10 
women and two men after 
three ballots and nearly five 
hours of deliberations Friday 
afternoon and Monday morn­ 
ing. 
He 
admitted 
during 
the 
weeklong trial that he tried to 
get the extortion money from 
the Princess Lines because a 
mysterious caller had told 
him to, threatening harm to 
his family if he did not. Prid­ 
dy, 53, said the explosives 
were aboard the Island Prin­ 
cess which was on a cruise to 
Mexico. 
Two sealed packages were 
found aboard the ship, one in 
the engine room and another 
on the bridge. They were 
thrown overboard by ship of­ 
ficers before anyone could de­ 
termine whether they 
con­ 
tained explosives. 
In his closing arguments 
Friday, Assistant U.S. Attor­ 
ney Leslie E. Osborne Jr. 
said the scheme was Priddy’s 
own idea and that he needed 
the money because of busi­ 
ness problems.

Run-around over tank 


a lesson in frustration 


I took a diving tank to a store in Pomona for minor repairs 
three months ago. 


The job was to take approximately three weeks and cost 
between $3 and $7.50. I was to be notified by telephone when 
the tank was ready to be picked up. 
When I had not heard from the store a month later, I called. 
The tank had been sent to another location for the repairs and 
had not been returned. 


At intervals of about once a week for the next month, I 
called to see if the tank was ready. Each time a different 
person told me it was not ready. 
A month ago one of the employes at the Pomona store said 
the tank was lost. On at least three occasions after that I went 
to the store during working hours but it was always closed. 
Then I learned that the store had closed and all the m er­ 
chandise was being moved to Huntington Beach. After at least 
four phone calls, the m anager there said he had found my 
tank. He wanted me to go to Huntington Beach for the tank or 
he would send it to me COD. 
I objected to both proposals since I felt it was the responsi­ 
bility of the firm to return the tank to this area. 
The m anager finally agreed to deliver the tank to the old 
Pomona address of the store. I was given an approximate date 
and told I would be called to pick it up on the day it was to be 
delivered. There was no call. 


1 have called Huntington Beach at least five times since then 
but the m anager is never available to m e.—A.B., Pomona. 


It looks as if your problem had you submerged until you 
wrote to Action Line and we wrote to the Huntington Beach 
address. 


E xactly a week after your first letter, we received a second 
one from you saying you had your tank. 
The firm had shipped it to you without charge for either the 
repairs or shipping costs. 


I hope you don’t mind my writing without a complaint. I’ve 
read of so many bad experiences with mail order firms that I 
thought maybe people would be turned away from all of them. 
That would be too bad. 


I’ve traded with Miles Kimball, Oshkosh, Wis., for many 
years and have always been pleased. 
Nothing is “ free,” no sweepstakes, contests or prizes — just 
merchandise as described in the catalogue mailed the day the 
order is received. 
I’ve never known anyone in the company. I’m just writing 
because I get tired of the negative side of everything getting 
attention ar.d the positive side being ignored. — H. M., Po­ 
mona.

Works that will 
outlive us all 


Although it will take another 13 years before Pio­ 
neer 10 crosses the orbit of Pluto, outermost planet 
in the solar system, and enters true outer space on 
its voyage into infinity, for all intents and purposes 
its mission is completed. 
Having passed safely through the asteroid belt be­ 
tween Mars and Jupiter and survived the fantasti­ 
cally strong zone of radiation is reported around the 
giant planet, the probe is expected to encounter 
nothing but empty space the rest of the way. 
There could be surprises of coui*se: man’s first, 
brief era of space exploration has been full of sur­ 
prises. Scientists will continue to track Pioneer 10 un­ 
til its steadily fading radio beacon finally dies in 1977. 
It is impossible to comprehend the vast distances 
involved in Pioneer’s space odyssey. It covered 620 
million miles in its 21-month trip to Jupiter. It must 
go several billion more miles before reaching the 
rim of the solar system. Its radio messages from 
Jupiter, traveling at the speed of light, took 45 min­ 
utes to reach earth. Were they to continue beaming 
from as far as Pluto, they would take 12 hours. 
These distances and 
times are as nothing com­ 
pared' to interstellar measurements. 
Long after our sun dies, probably in a stupendous 
explosion as a nova perhaps 10 billion years hence. 
Pioneer 10 will continue its voyage through the gala­ 
xy. Long after the earth and all its life have pe­ 
rished. the tiBy spacecraft will continue to carry its 
plaque bearing the figures of a man and a woman 
and a diagram telling of its origin for such other 
space-faring sentient beings as may exist on the 
other side of the universe to wonder at. 
All human works will someday vanish as if they 
had never been. Pioneer 10 will endure for eternity. 


Message for all: 
keep on truckin' 


A truck driver’s life is not an easy one. For them, 
the old sa> ing aboul time being money is especially 
true. 
Highway speed restrictions and luel shortages, 
which necessitate more frequent refueling stops, 
along with higher piices for fuel when they can get 
it. have cut into their paychecks. Most people ex­ 
cept possibly those motorists who have been stalled 
for hours on Interstate because of trucker blo­ 
ckades. sympathize with their plight. 
Yet all*of us, even if the more pessimistic predic­ 
tions about the extent of the energy crisis don’t 
come true, are going to feel the pinch. All of us are 
going to have to change our habits and ways of 
doing things, and all of us are going to be hit in our 
pocket books. The t rockers just happen to have been 
the first to feel the impact. 
It’s too late to wish we had adopted the system 
they have in 
South Africa, where all intercity 
freight is canned by rail and truck deliveries are 
limited to 30-mile ranges. 
If truckers are allowed to shut down such a vital 
part of the nation’s transportation system, as a lot 
of them are threatening to do. what about workers 
whose earnings may be reduced, or jobs eliminated 
entirely, because of' shortages of power or petroche­ 
mical raw materials? 
If the protesting truckers get their way and are 
permitted to travel at 65 miles an hour (and there 
are conflicting arguments about whether diesel eng- 
mcs are more efficient at high speed), what about 
the salesman who must drive at 50 or 55 and to 
whortn time is aLo money ? 
It’s tough being a trocker. But it’s tough all over, 
and likely will be for a long time to come.

Oil for Saigon despite shortage 


WASHINGTON — Despite the critical 
oil shortage at home, the United States 
is able to spare more than 20,000 bar­ 
rels a day for South Vietnam. Each 
barrel contains 42 gallons. 
The fuel shipments to Vietnam have 
dropped only moderately since U.S. 
forces pulled out. At the height oi our 
B-52 raids last January, for example, 
the Pentagon shipped 995.000 barrels of 
oil to Saigon. This dropped to 681,000 
barrels in August and nearly 600.000 
barrels in September. 
But these figures, the latest avail­ 
able, don’t reveal the full extent of the 
drainage. For the U.S. supplies much 
of South Vietnam’s civilian oil needs, 
too. These 
figures, 
apparently, 
are 
known only to the oil companies. 
We have determined, however, that 
the Agency for International Devel­ 
opment shells out $80 million a year to 
purchase petroleum products for S»xith 
Vietnam’s civilians. 
Of course, the bulk of U.S. oil ship­ 
ments to Vietnam are u^ed to fuel 
South Vietnam’s war machine. At the 
height of our involvement in the Viet­ 
nam War. in 1969. we shipped nearly 
44 million barrels to the Saison re­ 
gime. This figure dropped to 20 million 
barrels bv 1972. During the 1973 fiscal

year, 12 million barrels were delivered 
for military use. 
The U.S. government is still handling 
fuel procurement for South Vietnam’s 
armed forces, letting contracts to U.S 
companies. A Pentagon official told us 
that the amount of oil going to Viet­ 
nam hereafter will be determined by 
the scale of the fighting. 
South Vietnam is bracing for a re­ 
newed offensive from the North. More 
than likely, it will take bigger oil ship­ 
ments, literally siphoned from the gas 
tanks of American civilians, to keep 
the South Vietnamese tanks, trucks, 
ships and planes going. 
FOOTNOTE: The civilian oil situa­ 
tion in Vietnam has become critical. 
Fuel was already rationed when a 
rocket attack wiped out 50 per cent of 
South Vietnam’s civilian oil supply. 
SECRET TAPES: Another set of se­ 
cret taoes has turned up in the Water­ 
gate 
investigation. 
The 
prosecutors, 
however, don’t know whether to be­ 
lieve what they have heard. 
The tapes contain the monitored con­ 
versations of a hanker, who boasted he 
handled a secret portfolio for President 
Nixon at Bebe Rebozo’s Key Biscayne 
Bank. 
The boaM was made bv Franklin De­ 


Boer, who worked tor awhile as vice 
president in charge of the trust depart­ 
ment at Rebozo’s bank. A White House 
spokesman and a source close to Re­ 
bozo joined in denouncing the state­ 
ment as completely false. 
DeBoer didn’t know his words were 
being recorded as he talked freely on 
the phone and elsewrhere about his ban­ 
king business. We have now had access 
to the tapes. 
‘Substantial salary’ 
“ I happen to work for Mr. Rebozo, 
Mr. Abplanalp and Mr. Nixon,” said 
DeBoer. (Robert Abplanalp is another 
of the President’s rich friends.) 
“You work for Mr. Nixon?” asked a 
friend. 
‘‘Yes. . 
said DeBoer. “ I happen 
to draw a substantial salary outside 
the bank from them, which is obvious­ 
ly what all these . . .s are trying to 
pro\e. too.” 
The tap0 is slightly garbled at this 
point. 
DeBoer said either “he” 
or 
“we” run ‘‘the private portfolios for 
these people in the bank. . .” 
‘‘You know.” he continued, ‘‘I have a 
salary that is substantially 
greater 
than the bank pays me from these 
people. I don’t go out and (spit) in 
their faces.”

Power struggle 
in energy crisis

WASHINGTON — Within 
two days of his appointment as 
new energy czar, Deputy Secretary* of the Treasury William 
Simon was the target of a humiliating and massive put-down 
by Roy Ash, fast-rising and highly controversial head of the 
Office of Management and Budget (OMB). 
Ash, skilled as an enemy-picker and bureaucratic infighter 
both within the administration and on Capitol Hill, told Simon 
that he, Ash, and his OMB staff would “run” the energy pro­ 
gram—and that Simon would handle “ policy” m atters. 
Moreover, one inside operative told us that Ash’s OMB men 
had pulled the energy-crisis files accumulated during ex-ener­ 
gy czar John Love’s ill-fated five-month tour in the hostile 
White House, at least temporarily denying the files to Simon. 
But Simon is no one’s patsy. When told to his face by Ash 
that his duties would begin and end with “ policy” he replied 
with two old and honorable Anglo-Saxon words: “ Bull s—t.” 
The power struggle, one of an unlimited number of lesser 
struggles by which Ash has managed to elevate his power, 
then went to President Nixon. 
But Mr. Nixon, preoccupied by self-preservation and noto­ 
riously uninformed about the energy crisis, won’t have to 
settle it. That will be done by Secretary of the Treasury George 
Shultz. 
Cutting Ash down 
Shultz, who was instrumental in having his deputy, Simon, 
put in charge of the energy crisis, has no intention of permitt­ 
ing Ash to interfere with Simon’s operations. The word in the 
White House late this week was that Shultz will cut the mighty 
Ash down to size. 
He’ll have plenty ot help both inside the administration and 
in Congress. When Ash testified before the Senate Government 
Operations Committee Thursday, Sen. Henry* M. Jackson of 
Washington, a key energy expert, tried to make him squirm. 
Was it not true, he asked Ash, that the White House had 
impounded some $40 million last summer that the Democratic 
Congress had appropriated in a vain effort to force the admin­ 
istration to step up research and development on new fuels? 
Well. 
Ash replied, the money* was “ reserved,” not “ im­ 
pounded.” 
Jackson and other congressional energy experts blame Ash 
for undercutting former White House energy czars Jam es 
Akins (now ambassador in Saudi Arabia) and Love. Ash’s per­ 
sonal lobbying in Congress against Jackson’s Alaska pipeline 
bill amendment (to restore investigatory powers to the Feder­ 
al Trade Commission) angered congressional leaders. They* ac­ 
cuse Ash of trying to persuade Mr. Nixon to veto the pipeline 
bill in the interest of big business’s fear of the Jackson amend­ 
ment. 
Within the adm inistratior. Ash’s OMB infuriated the Envi­ 
ronmental Protection Agency (EPA) and its hard-pressed 
boss. Russell Train. OMB slipped a White House position pa­ 
per to Congress seeking more delay on automobile clean-air 
emission standards without first clearing it with EPA. 
But in taking on the redoubtable Simon, whose neat hair-part 
and trim Wall Street appearance conceal a toughness of total 
self-confidence, Ash may have stuck his neck out too far. 
Senator Richardson? 
A serious proposal that former Atty. Gen. Elliot Richardson 
consider moving his official residence next door to New Ham­ 
pshire from the ancestral home in Boston, and run for the 
.Senate next year, has been made by pro-Richardson New 
Hampshire Republicans. 
Richardson w*as non-committal when one leading New Ham­ 
pshire Republican broached the idea soon after Richardson was 
victimized by the White House in the Saturday Night Massacre 
of Oct. 20. 
A frequent, long-time New Hampshire skier and summer vis 
nor, Richardson would run for the seat of retiring Republican 
Sen. Norris Cotton. Two ot the state’s most prominent Republi­ 
cans are eyeing Cotton’s seat: Rep. Louis Wyman will definite­ 
ly run: former Gov. Wesley Powell is considering running 
Some Cotton intimates think he might wind up running him­ 
self. 
A Senate seat lor Richardson would give the former Secret­ 
ary of Defense. Health. Education and Welfare, and Attorney 
Generat a public showcase, Republican friends say, in case he 
wants to run for President in 1976.

It is to our advantage to 
create a situation w here we have pupil 
pedestrian access from as m any points 
as possible,” said Lapp. 
McCombs replied that if a residential 
street were used as a frontage for the 
school site, it would Drove inadequate 


for school buses.

W arning by pefro/eum executive 
Dirtier air, less gas may be price for keeping lights on 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - 
The price of keeping the elec­ 
trical generators turning may 
be dirtier air and even less 
gasoline for motorists, a lead­ 
ing petroleum executive ha- 
warned the City Council. 
Fred Hartley, president of 
Union Oil, also warned that 
oil refineries must be exempt 
from the “ rolling blackouts" 
the city is planning on as a 
1 a s t-ditch measure. 
Other­ 
wise, they will have to close 
down completely, he said. 
Hartley and D.A. Sedgwick, 
vice president of Texaco, ap­ 
peared at City Hall before the 


Ad Ucc Committee on Energy 
Conservation. 
Union 
can 
provide 
5,000 
more barrels of oil a day to 
the Department of Water and 
Power for the city’s electrical 
generating 
plants, 
Hartley 
said. 
But. he said, it would be 
high sulfur content oil—the 
type currently barred by air 
pollution 
regulations—and 
producing it would cut into 
U n i o n ’ s 
gasoline-making 
capability. 
Gasoline production would 
drop by 200,000 gallons a day, 
he said, and if all California 


r e f i n e r i e s made such a 
switch, the impact would be 
to slash gasoline supplies by 
2.1 million gallons a day. 
He said cuts in electricity 
to the refineries would lead to 
no gas or oil for any use. 
“ If you want to slow us 
down 25 per cent (in elec­ 
tricity) beyond the 20 per 
cent slowdown already result­ 
ing from Ihe Arab boycott, we 
would have to shut down." 
Hartley said. 
If rolling blackouts of three 
hours a day hit the refineries, 
he said, it will take two or 
three davs after each bla­ 


ckout to get them working 
again, and since the blackouts 
would occur every day, they 
would effectively shut down 
production of all petroleum 
products. 
Union could begin “ tomor­ 
row” turning out high sulfur 
oil for electrictl generating 
use, he said. California oil 
companies 
do 
not 
produce 
such fuel in any considerable 
quantity now because there is 
no market for it, since its use 
is banned by air pollution 
laws. 
If all the state’s refineries 
were to join in. they could 


produce 18 million barrels a 


year of high sulfur content 


oil, Hartley said. That would 
be a “ major step” toward 
easing the shortage, he said. 


T h e DWP 
has 
already 
asked the county Air Pollu­ 
tion Control District for per­ 
mission to bum high sulfur oil 
to avoid blackouts. 
Hartley suggested that the 
generating plants store the 
high sulfur oil and the low 
sulfur oil in separate tanks, 
and bum the high sulfur oil 
on “ good days” when air pol­ 
lution is not a great problem, 


saving the cleaner oil for 
“ bad days” when the smog 
thickens. 
Hartley’s own suggestions 
for cutting back on every 
usage 
included 
closing 
all 
shopping centers on Sundays; 
f o r c i n g the Los Angeles 
Times not to print its Sunday 
edition, and limiting the hours 
of radio and television broad­ 
casting. 
Bradlej said that the crisis 
is so serious that it will affect 
everyone, and “ What people 
want to be assured of is that 
they’re going to be treated 
fairly.”

Thompson, sworn into office 
two weeki ago, was here to 
atund the annual National 
Tribal 
Chairman’s 
Associa­ 
tion. 
He promised tribal chiefs 
that he would consult with In­ 
dians throughout the country 
— among them the militant 
American Indian Movement 
leaders —> before the agency 
charted any new course. 
“ Indians,” Thompson said, 
“ have the right to expect an 
efficient and responsive bur­ 
eau.” And the federal agency, 
controversial for decades, has 
a “ great opportunity” to fin­ 
ally change its image in the 
coming years, the commission­ 
er said.

However, meat can become 
damaged in transit or through 
bad handling. 


U.S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture grades for beef, veal and 
lamb are helpful guides to 
quality. The grading of meat 
by USDA is purely voluntary 
— at the discretion of the 
packer. 


If you are buying frozen 
meat for your freezer, make 
sure it is hard frozen. Don’t 
take soft packages — their 
contents may already be de­ 
teriorating. 
Select vour meats just be­ 
fore leaving the store and get 


them home quickly. Prepare 
them for the freezer as soon 
as possible. 


C o mmo n-sense hygienic 
practices are good guides to 
sanitary 
food 
preparation. 
Wear clean clothes . . . wash, 
hands with soap and water 
thoroughly . . . wash 
all 
knives 
and 
other 
utensils. 
When finished cutting up one 
package of meat, wash the 
knives, forks and your cutting 
surface 
before starting 
on 
another package. This will 
p r e v e n t your crosfrcxm- 
laminating 
your 
meat 
or 
poultry. 


All meat should be wrapped 
in moisture and vapor proof 
packaging materials. Alumi­ 
num 
foil 
is 
excellent 
for 
wrapping 
irregularly-shaped 
packages. The objective is to 
exclude as much air as pos­ 
sible. Air causes oxidation, 
impairing 
the 
appearance, 
flavor and texture of meats. 
Frozen meats can be stored 
indefinitely, if held at 0 de­ 
grees or lower temperatures. 
Eating quality* and nutritive 
value do change, but very 
slowly at 0 degrees or below . 
Rate of change increases 


rapidly as the temperature 
rises. The loss of quality in 
storage is directly related to 
the temperature and 
time 
food is held above zero. 


Meats can be cooked with 
or without thawing. Starting 
with a frozen piece of meat 
does not materially affect it’s 
taste or texture. But, insert a 
meat thermometer as soon a» 
the meat is softened enough, 
so you can check on the inter­ 
nal 
temperatures 
to 
know 
when its properly cooked. 


When thawing meats for 
cooking, thaw in the refri­ 
gerator at below 40 degrees to 


p r e v e n t 
bacterial 
con­ 
tamination. 
Remember, 
all 
meats contain some bacteria, 
and 
become 
further 
con­ 
taminated 
during 
handling. 
Freezing and cooking meat at 
the proper temperatures pre­ 
vents bacterial growth. 


If thawing in the refrigera­ 
tor is too slow, place the 
meat in a tightly wrapped 
waterproof package in cold 
water or under running old 
water. 


Follow these hints and let 
your Ireezer help you save 
money on frozen meats and 
poultry.

service oi the UB. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, an Agr­ 
icultural Marketing Service 
inspector is on hand through 
ail u*ese steps and more. He 
checks the quaisty of the pro­ 
duct and the cleanliness oi 
tne equipment and the plant. 
After the washings, the as­ 
paragus is blanched. 
This 
means that it is partially 
cooked, quickly, in boiling 
water or steam. This is a fur­ 
ther cleaning step, and it also 
softens the asparagus so it is 
more easily handled in the re>t 
oi the processing. 
If the asparagus is being 
packed as cut spears or tips, 
it is put through a cutting 
machine. Flam workers sort 
the asparagus tor quality and 
remove any undesirable piec­ 
es. 
Whole spears are packed by 
hand into cans. Cut spears 
and tips are put into cans on 
a circular filler. The cans are 
moved under holes in the fil­ 
ler and the plant worker 
helps fill the asparagus into 
the cons. 
The cans are then automati­ 
cally filled with a little hot 
water and put through 
a 
machine that exhausts the air 
from them. More hot water 
and a little salt are added, 
and then the lids are auto­ 
mat cally sealed on the cans. 
The cans are then placed m

Do appliances add Meat prices drop for fall parties 


to energy crisis? 


NEW YORK (UP!) - More 
than a third of the 820,000 
portable electric dishwashers 
sold in the United States in 
1972 were shipped during the 
last quarter of the year, in 
expectation of Christmas busi­ 
ness. 
While a dishwasher may 
not be everyone’s most che- 
r i s h e d Christmas present, 
portable electric kitchen ap­ 
pliances are a consistently 
popular gift, says the Aisocia- 
tiation of 
Home 
Appliance 
Manufacturers (AHAM). The 
trade group estimates that 
about half of all such articles 
are sold at this season — 
ranging from 20 per cent of 
all blenders to more than 50 
per cent of corn poppers, cof­ 
fee urns, electric knives, hot 
plates, griddles and fondue 
units. 
How much this contributes 
to the growing energy crisis 
is hard to determine. A spokes­ 
man for the Chicago trade as­ 
sociation said fuel for cooking 
represents only five per cent 
of the total energy picture. 
Home heating and lighting, 
for instance, use much more. 
The spokesman also said it’s 
probably more economical to 
use 
small appliances 
than 
range-top and oven units for 
many jobs, unless you cook 
an entire meal in the oven. 
On the other hand, devices 
such as yogurt makers, elec­ 
tric can openers, ice crushers 
and 
popcorn 
poppers 
are 
about as essential to most of 
us as a third hand. Con­ 
venient, yes. Necessary, no. 
Yogurt is easily made in 
Mason jars kept warm in 
inexpensive, insulated picnic 
bags, or in vacuum bottles. 
An electric can opener is a 
necessity for someone with 
hand disabilities, but not for 
the able-bodied. 
Ice trays that make chips 
or cracked ice in an ordinary 
refrigerator-freezer unit are 
widely available at a fraction 
of the cost of electric cru­ 
shers, whose chief demerit in 
my book is not so much cost 
and energy demand as noise 
pollution. 
A pressure cooker with its 
sealing 
ring 
and 
pressure 
gauge removed makes an ex­ 
cellent range-top corn popper. 
S o m e electrical gadgets 
burn less wattage 
than 
a 
standard light bulb but others 
use 500 or more watts. The 
cumulative effect of

manual substitutes can help 
save energy, just as lowered

heating thermostats and tum- 
ed-off light bulbs do. 
At tbe same time, some 
portable electrical appliances 
represent ecbriomicdl, useful 
buys for many households. 
A toaster-oven that preheats 1 
in two minutes instead of the ' 
10 to 15 minutes required for 
full-size ovens can roast or 
bake a casserole for a one or 
two-member household, make 
toast, 
bake or heat 
small 
q u a n t i t i e s of rolls and 
cookies. 
A blender, like a toaster 
o\en, is a high-watlage user, 
but its operating times are so 
brief that it represents no 
serious energy drain. In sec­ 
onds, it can puree cooked 
vegetables and fruits to make 
small servings of soup from 
food that might otherwise be 
thrown out. 
A blender can also puree 
freshly 
cooked 
fruits 
and 
vegetables 
tor 
homemade 
baby and junior foods before 
seasoning is added for adult 
members of the household. 
Hollandaise 
sauce 
that 
takes 10 minutes or more to 
make on a range-top can be 
blended hi a small fraction of 
that time, with butter quickly 
premelted. 
Homemade blended nut but­ 
ters often are cheaper than 
t h e i r commercial counter­ 
parts and can be made in

An electric tood grinder can 
pay for itself quickly in terms

- Five ex­ 
perimental vehicles using na­ 
tural gas instead of gasoline 
are being tested on Moscow 
streets, the Tass news agency 
said Saturday. 
Engineers found them re­ 
liable and needing only “ in­ 
significant” 
adjustments, 
Tass said in reporting initial 
results. 
The vehicles, manufactured 
at the Gorky auto works, are 
similar to automobiles, except 
their fuel tanks are replaced 
by a cylinder with liquefied 
gas. 
The advantage of the natur­ 
al gas vehicles is that they do 
not pollute the air and are 
cheap to operate. 
The first natural gas ve­ 
hicles 
were 
tested 
in 
the 
1930s, but they were cmde 
and at the time there was a 
shortage of natural gas. Tass 
said. 
The Soviet Union has large 
2as deposits in Siberia and 
Central Asia. 
By 1976, Moscow will have 
about 35.000 natural gas cars, 
tnicks, buses and taxis oper­ 
ating on its streets, Tass said.

opment of electric vehicles,

seating seven passengers ca­ 
pable of a top speed of 50 
miles per hour.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
leading House proponent of 
mandatory treatment for drug 
addicted veterans said today 
the government has “ callous­ 
ly disregarded” the needs of 
returning 
drug 
casualties, 
c a u s i n g a “ national dis­ 
grace.” 


Basing his comments on a 
90 page Genera! Accounting 
Office (GAO) study he re­ 
quested, Rep. John M. Mur­ 
phy, D-N.Y., said he would 
propose legislation to rectify 
the problem, 
since 
admin­ 
istration plans for handling 
G.l. 
addicts 
have 
ranged 
f r o m 
“ ineffective 
to 
dis­ 
astrous.” 


His legislative proposals, he 
said, 
would 
include, 
when 1 
necessar\r, 
mandatory 
civil 
commitment of drug-addicted 
servicemen to a federal pro­ 
gram of treatment for up to 
42 months of medical aid and 
rehabilitation. 
Murphy said because there 
was no effort to rehabilitate 
o r 
treat 
service-connected 
drug addiction, veterans re­ 
turning 
from 
Vietnam 
and 1 
other parts of the world are 
unable to get jobs, promo­ 
tions. education, or licenses to 
practice a trade. 
He also said that, “ most 
tragic of all, many of these 
men who fought honorably in 
the war in Southeast Asia are 
unable to discontinue drug 
use because they* are unable 
to find my treatment at all.** 
“ The administration wanted 
to give them 24 days of de­ 
toxification and get them out 
of the Army,” he said. “ All 
this 
accomplished 
was to 
enable the addict to support a 
state-side habit." 
Murphy said the military’s 
program to review druecon- 
nect(|d discharges for possible 
recharacterization 
was a 
“ worthy goal,” but the GAO 
report showed the program 
“is severly deficient.” 
New legislation is “ sorely 
needed," Murphy

by quietly slipping a detoxed

European summit floating on oil

Nine worried men will

down for a “ fireside summit” 
in this Scandinavian capita! 
this week to try to save the 
dream of European unity. 
The summit on Dec. 14-15 
will bring together the presi­ 
dents or prime ministers of 
the nine European Common 
Market nations. At the top of 
their agenda will be Qj! and 
how to get it without ransom­ 
ing Europe as an independent 
power. 
Or rather it would be at the 
top of the agenda if they had 
an agenda. 
The leaders have billed this 
summit as a “ fireside chat’* 
and have dispensed with such 
trappings as agendas, com­ 
muniques 
and 
position 
pa­ 
pers— all in an attempt to 
avoid being 
pressured 
into 
making decisions. 
They 
already 
have 
been 
criticized by politicians and 
newspapers 
who feel 
some 
hard decisions are needed. 
But the last European sum­ 
mit meeting —in Paris last 
year—took too many decisions 
and Europe has spent 
the 
past year trying unsuccesfully 
to live up to it. 
That 
summit 
proclaimed 
the target of a “ European 
union” by 1980. Toward this 
end, it ordered the Common 
Market to come up with an 
energy policy, a social policy, 
a scientific policy and an in­ 
dustrial policy by the end of 
this year. As it stood then, 
the Common Market was only 
a customs union with a much- 
criticized agricultural policy. 
No more. 
Bureaucratic infighting af­ 
ter the admission of Britian, 
Ireland and Denmark to Com­ 
mon Market membership took 
up the first third of the year. 
Successive crises over money, 
inflation, food shortages and 
oil deflected other planning. 
In the end, all the policies 
that were to have b e e n in 
place by now either did not 
get done, or were erected in 
name only, with no meat on 
their bones.

Europe’s economic unity—the 
transition at year’s end from 
the first of the second stage of 
e c o n o m i c and monetary 
union- has foundered on the

year-long monetary upheavals 
and has been postponed in 
fact, if not in name.

The leaders also will issue 
a declaration on

But unless the issue ol soli­ 
darity with Holland is settled, 
the declaration may be an 
ironic exercise that will have 
little effect on an increasingly 
skeptical European public.

raelis did not comply. 
“ 1 teel the Japanese are be­ 
tween the devil and the deep 
blue sea and have no option.” 
said one Jewish metals tra­ 
der.

Their oil supply .is infinitely 
more important to them than 
their tiny trade with Israel. It 
is not an anti-Israeli step. If 
they don’t obey they can’t do

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Drawing doctor says, art 
will give peace of mind 


Hits the four-whee-drive circuit

WARWICK, N.Y. (NEA) - 
Frederick Franck possesses a 
talent that is rare in 
the 
boom and rattle of modem 
society: he knows how to find 
peace of mind. 
For instance, he says, when 
he first heard of the outbreak 
of the recent Mideast war, he 
was stunned, 
“1 am allergic to war any­ 
where and this made me feel 
almost suicidal,” he recalls. 
‘‘But 1 went for a walk to a 
field near my home and I be­ 
gan to draw, i began to draw 
grass, nothing more. But to 
draw it I had to look at it and 
soon I began to see every­ 
thing more clearly again.” 


Franck, a Holland-born 67- 
year-old doctor, dentist and 
artist, 
is 
no 
escapist. 
He 
worked for three years as an 
oral surgeon with Dr. Albert 
Schweitzer’s hospital in Ga­ 
bon, he is the author of 15 
books and his art is displayed 
in more than 20 museums 
around the world. 
‘‘Art is subersive,” he says. 
‘‘Through art you can get out­ 
side yourself and really get to 
know something. And it is 
very hard to destroy someth­ 
ing you have drawn and come 
to know.” 
Frankc settled in Warwick 
10 years ago, rebuilding an 
old hotel and grist mill into 
his present home and a small,

nonsectarian meditating cha­ 
pel he calls “a sacred space.” 
The chapel, named “ Pacem

Moscone, running fourth in 
a recent public opinion poll In 
a field of seven Democratic 
gubernatorial 
contenders, 


started Nov. 26 in the tiny 
Siskiyou County community of 
Hilt and plans to finish Dec. 
15 at San Ysidro on the Mexi­ 
can border. 
While 
other 
gubernatorial 
hopefuls 
are 
concentrating 
their 
campaigns 
in 
major 
metropolitan areas such as 
Los Angeles, San Diego, San 
Francisco 
and 
Sacramento, 
Moscone headed into the back 
country with only occasional 
campaign runs into the cities. 
He 
intends 
to 
campaign 
hard in the cities after the 
first of the year, but n the 
meantime is on what he calls 
a “ listening” journey through 
rural areas where gubernato­ 
rial contenders seldom ven­ 
ture. 
“ People up north, they real­

granted the West End Drug 
Abuse 
Control 
Coordinating 
Council. 
Inc. 
(WEDAC) 
by 
the National Insttute of Men­ 
tal Health will greatly expand 
the drug rehabilitation serv­ 
ices available to West End 
residents. 
Joseph Espinoza, executive 
director of WEDAC, a nonpro­ 
fit corporation, said the $565,- 
000 received Dec. 1 will fund 
the drug rehabilitation and af­ 
ter-care programs, which in- 
e l u d e 
“ Straight 
Ahead.” 
“ Reach Out West End,” Je- 
rico House, La Casa De Fe, 
“ P r o j e c t Social Action” 
(PAS), and the Chino council 
of Social Sendees. It will al­ 
low WEDAC to extend aid to 
nearly 1.400 persons addicted 
to or otherwise adversely af­ 
fected by the habitual use of 
dangerous drugs. 
The six drug rehabilitation 
and after-care programs con­ 
tracting 
with 
WEDAC 
are 
aiding 103 West End addicts 
and drug abusers in their at­ 
tempts to break the habit and 
become productive citizens. 
Espinoza said the grant was 
obtained 
by 
promising 
the 
National Insititue of Health, 
under 
the 
Department 
oi 
Health. Education and Wel­ 
fare 
(HEW), 
that 
WEDAC 
and its contracting agencies 
would 
provide 
a 
matching 
amount 
of 
money 
through 
“in-kind” services to addicts 
and drug abusers, believed to 
total m ore than 10,000 in West 
End. 
WEDAC itself, governed by 
a community-elected board of 
directors, will provide contact 
and intake services for the 
six West End drug rehabilita­ 
tion program s and administer 
the mental health grant. The 
cost of administration is esti­ 
mated at $69,368 over a 12- 
month period. 
Drug addicts or drug abu­ 
sers seeking help in breaking 
their habits may go to WE­ 
DAC offices at 309 N. Euclid 
Ave. in Ontario. They will be 
interviewed by counselors and 
referred to the program that 
would be most beneficial to 
them. Addicts or drug abu­ 
sers are informed of WE- 
DAC's 
services in hospital’s 


prisons and jails, said Espi­ 
noza. 
Those 
needing 
help 
may 
also visit any of the con­ 
tracting 
rehabilitation 
pro­ 
gram offices for counseling, 
particultry PAS at 869' 2 E. 1 
Foothill 
Blvd., 
Upland 
and 
the Chino Council for Social 
Services at 5219 
D 
St. 
in 
Chino. 
Directors of the six drug re­ 
habilitation 
and 
after 
care 
p r o g r a m s in West End 
recently explained the func­ 
tions of each program. 
John Bowler, director of the 
“Straight 
Ahead” 
program, 
said it will be able to provide 
10 detoxification beds and 30 
residential beds at the center 
in the old Casa Blanca Hotel 
in Ontario with its share of 
the grant to total $87,808. The 
program usually begins with 
the addict being placed in a 
detoxification bed in virtual 
isolation 
for 
approximately 
eight days until he can stab- 
lizo his condition. 


The person later moves into 
the residential center for 30 
days under the strict super­ 
vision by trained counselors 
who give him a battery of 
psyhcological, vocational and 
academic tests. In that period 
he will receive both group 
and individual counseling that 
h o p e f u l l y will make him 
aware of his particular prob­ 
lem. regain his self-respect, 
and reduce his physical and 
psychological need for drugs. 
He will not be permitted to go 
outside of the center. 
After the first 30 days, cen­ 
ter counselors will aid the in­ 
dividual in finding employ­ 
ment in the community. 
He 
will continue to attend group 
counseling 
sessions 
in 
the 
evenings. Finally, after about 
60 days he will be permitted 
to leave the center to find 
housing. He may return to the 
center for further counseling 
or crisis intervention whene­ 
ver he feels the need, said 
Bowler. 
A! Hutton, executive direc­ 
tor of Reach Out West End, 
said his program is directed 
towards the younger drug ad­ 
dict or drug abuser. He oper­ 
ates a 25-bed residential cen­ 
ter. 
The residential program in­ 
cludes group and individual 
counseling, 
restricted 
group 


activities and family counsel­ 
ing. Youths are generally re­ 
stricted to center activités for 
the first 30 days, and later al­ 
lowed to live at home and re­ 
turn to work or school with 
evening group counseling ses­ 
sions. 
Reach Out West End also 
provides services to the con­ 
tact, intake and after care 
programs of WEDAC through 
its walk-in center at 404 W. D 
St. in 
Ontario. 
Reach 
Out 
West 
End 
is 
budgeted 
for 
$63,566 for both the residential 
and walk-in programs. 


Sonny Navarro, director of 
Jerico House at 5151 F St., 
Chino, said its $34,010 share 
of the grant will help them 
expand their “ crisis center” 
for “hard core” drug addict, 
on probation from jails and 
prison, and may allow exten­ 
sion of services to other indi­ 
viduals in trouble with drugs. 
Jerico 
House has 
12 
beds 
available. Persons at Jerico 
House participate 
in 
group 
and individual counseling, re­ 
ligious services and Bible stu­ 
dy to help them get off and 
stay off drugs and to main­ 
tain employment. 


David Scott, director of La 
Casa De Fe, “The House of 
Faith,” said its portion of the 
grant, totalling $51.236, will 
help maintain the residential 
center in 
Ontario that 
in- 
e l u d e s stabilization, group 
and individual counseling and 
vocational 
training. 
Some 
women at the center are em­ 
ployed and have means to 
pay for part of their room 
and board. 


Gustavo Ramos Jr., direc­ 
tor of PAS, said its part of 
the grant totals $38,818 will 
aid in their after care and 
crisis intervention program. 
After care centers specialize 
in finding housing and em ­ 
ployment for ex-addicts. 


The Chino Council for So­ 
cial Services, according to di­ 
rector Pat Schaarsmith helps 
the ex-addict 
find 
employ­

Chino area and provide crisis 
intervention. It has been bud­

Some measures help 
with hiatal hernia 


D E A R DR.

Recently my husband 
has 
been bothered by chest pains, 
numbness in the arm, and sto­ 
mach disorders. 
He went for a check-up and 
the doctor told him he has a 
hiatal hernia. Could you give 
us any information you have 
about this ailment? His doc­ 
tor said very little could be 
done about it except to raise 
his head up while sleeping 
and to take medication for 
the acid in his stomach. He is 
37 ”ears old. 
DEAR READER - I have 
discussed this problem before, 
but since there are still so 
many letters asking about it. 
I’ll hit the highlights. 
It is best described as an 
enlargement of the normal 
hole in the diaphragm where 
the esophagus tube passes 
through it to the^stomarh. As 
a result a portion of the sto-

through the diaphragm, this 
closure mechanism is faulty. 
When you lie down, then the 
contents in the stomach tend | 
to leak backward into the lo­ 
wer esophagus. 
The acid stomach contents 
in the lower esophanus area 
cause “ heartburn.” The her­ 
nia can sometimes cause ach­ 
ing in the chest and even 
pains in the arm. However, 
this must be separated from 
heart problems. It can aiso 
cause faintness. These symp­ 
toms occur when the stomach 
is actually pushing through 
the enlarged hole. 
So, w’hat can you do about 
it? Raising the head of the 
bed is important. In fact, any 
time the person lies down the 
head should be elevated in 
such a manner that the chest 
is up higher than the abdo­ 
men. The whole Idea is to | 
make it difficult for the sto­ 
mach, or a portion of it, to 
slide through the hole into the 
chest. 
Medicine to conrrol the sto­ 
mach acid is also helpful. In 
that W’ay, if anything leaks 
back, it won’t burn as much. 
Then a person should be 
careful to eliminate all meas­ 
ures that will ccmpress the 
abdomen. 
That 
means 
not 
wearing tight belts, girdles, 
or constricting garments. 
Then it is important not to 
bend over. Any movement 
that compresses the abdomen 
or lowers the chest is apt to 
cause the hernia to occur and 
cause symptoms. 
It follows that these people 
should only eat small meals, 
perhaps at more frequent in­ 
tervals, and that last meal of 
the day should be low in fat 
and of small volume. That is 
so the stcmach will empty 
completely before going to 
bed. It is best not to lie down 
until at least two hours atter 
any meal. If there are any 
foods that form gas or dis­ 
tention, they should be elimi­ 
nated from the diet. 
Finally, any obesity should 
be eliminated. And in selected 
cases when the problem war­ 
rants it and there are no oth­ 
er important problems, surge­ 
ry is sometimes useful. 
Now, I can’t verify your 
husband’s diagnosis. An ex­ 
amination is necessary to es­ 
tablish that as the problem. If 
this is his difficulty, these 
measures should help him to 
get along better.

Kunzman 
injured 
atOAAS 


ONTARIO — Lee Kunzman, 29, one 
ot United States Auto Club’s top sprint 
car racers was critically injured Tues­ 
day morning when his Eagle-Offy went 
out of control on the first turn of the 
Ontario International 
Speedway and 
slammed into a concrete wall at a 
'•peed estimated at 190 miles per hour. 
Kunzman, from Guttenberg, Iowa, 
was listed in “poor condition” at Upl­ 
and’s San Antonio Community Hospital 
with a severe head injury this morn­ 
ing. Doctors at the hospital reported 
that his vital signs were okay and 
X-rays showed no fractures. The doc­ 
tors said Kunzman apparently suffered 
a severe concussion. He had not re­ 
gained consciousness by this morning. 
Kunzman was doing some tire tests 
at the time of the accident, said Jim 
Cook, OMS general manager. 
According to Ontario Police reports, 
Kunzman was travelling about 
190 
miles per hour turning eastbound into 
turn number one on the 2.5 mile oval 
track. Officer Joe Hatton in his report 
said, “He came low into the groove, 
about one quarter of the way into the 
turn and went into a slide. He went 
high out of the groove, hit the wall, 
looped, and crashed backward into the 
wall again.” 
Officer Hatton said the fuel tank on 
the Indianapolis type racer was pun­ 
ctured in the crash and gasoline leaked 
out from under the vehicle. He said a 
small fire started on the right rear 
wheel, but track safety officers quickly 
extinguished the blaze before the gaso­ 
line ignited. 
Kunzman was carefully lifted out of 
the racer and given emergency first 
aid by an ambulance crew called to 
the scene. He was then rushed to the 
Upland hospital in “critical” condition. 
Cook's eyewitness account differed 
slightly from the Police reports. 
Cook said, “ Kunzman appeared to 
lose control of the car in the second 
turn of the 2.5 mile oval tra- k. The car 
rapped the wall, did a complete turn 
and the left rear section hit the wall. 
1 he car skidded quite a ways down the 
track.” 
There has not been a fatal accident 
at the Ontario Motor Speedway since it 
opened in 1970. 
Kunzman, according to race track of­ 
ficials, was testing Firestone tires tor 
the Phoenix based Fletcher

Other possibilities include 
college, junior college and high school 
coaches. 
Warhurst hopes to name a new coach 
by Jan. 1 and to present the final three 
candidates to Dr. Robert Kramer, the 
Cal Poly president, within 10 days.

Recreation 


Basketball has certainly grown as a recreational activity the 
past few years, Pomona will have close to 2000 youths and 
adults involved in some type of roundball program. Less than 
hail that many participated three years ago. 
Almost 600 men and women will play in the Civic Leagues. 
There is still the possibility of even more. Openings exist for 
additional teams in the Women’s and Slo-Break Leagues. 
The Pomona Park and Recreation Department’s youth or­ 
ganization league will put approximate 200 boys on the court. 
Churches, Boy Scout troops and the like play in this program. 
Registration closes on December 21. so a group may yet sign 
up. 
' 
The Pomona YMCA has gotten into the act this year. They 
have 6s boys playing on eight teams.Four of the squads are in 
the 7. 8 and 9-year-old category, while the remaining are 10. 11 
and 12-year-old teams. 
Denny Palmer, Physical Director ot the “ Y ", has plans to 
add a junior high division that would combine with Claremont 
for a league. The more teams the better. 
The largest program is the local Park and Recreation De­ 
partments’ leagues for boys and girls. At least 900 youths will 
participate with the prospects of going much higher very good. 
There are two divisions for both the boys and girls. The girls 
division one is for 7th, 8th and 9th grade girls. Division two is 
tor the 4th, 5th and 6th graders. The boys have the same 
breakdown except that division one doesn’t include 9th gra­ 
ders. 
Players may register now at all of the elementary and jun­ 
ior high schools after school recreation programs. Students 
who attend private schools should register at the area closest 
to their residence. 
Games will be played on Friday eveaings and during the 
day Saturdays beginning on Tan. 4. Before that the players 
have the benefit of a long Christmas vacation highlighted with 
daily workouts and skill development. 
Pomona divides their youth basketball program up into six 
areas. This cuts down on cross town travel and in general is 
more convenient for both parents and participants. 
The hub of each area is a junior high school. Games are 
played there along with most of the practical sessions. The 
recreation leader at those areas serves as the league director. 
Every boy and girl who signs up is placed on a team and 
most play at least one half of each game. Rosters are limited 
to between eight and ten players. 


Coaches needed 
The key to the success of this program is securing volunteer 
coaches. Knowledge of the game is nice, but the most impor­ 
tant quality is the desire to get involved with the kids. 
A clinic for all the volunteer coaches is planned. The staffs 
at each of the junior high recreation programs will assist in 
the skill instruction. So all the volunteer really needs to do is 
keep the youngster organized. 
The purpose of the program is to offer each boy and girl the 
opportunity of playing on a basketball team. That will be ach­ 
ieved if there are ample volunteer coaches. If you are inter­ 
ested, contact the Pomona Recreation Department at 620-2321. 
The leagues discussed above won’t be the only recreation 
basketball activity this season. Contests for free throw shoot­ 
ing, one on one competition and all around skills have been 
planned for the latter part ot January and early February. 
There is one event planned between now and the end of the 
year. Cal Poly’s Optimist Club and basketball team, along 
with Pomona Park and Recreation Departments will hold a 
skills contest on Thursday, Dec. 27 beginning at 9 a.m. 
Registration forms and information on the events will be in 
the hands of your local recreation leader next Monday. Par­ 
ticipants must pre-register with the leaders. This should be an 
outstanding activity. 
*The top three finalists receive trophies. A1 of the partici­ 
pants will receive passes to the Cal Poly and Purdue (Calu­ 
met) game on Saturday, December 29. The skills winners will 
be crowned at half time oi that game. 
There is little doubt that basketball has become a major 
sport in Pomona. If space will allow, the growth will continue.

(UPI) - Texas World Speed­ 
way Tuesday announced it 
has eu%d motor sports at the 
speedway until the end of the 
energy crisis. 
“ It is with great reluctance 
that we announced that Texas 
World Speedway is cancelling 
all of its 1974 events,” said 
Dan W. Holloway, president 
of the facility. 
“ We were quite enthusiastic 
about our 1974 season due to 
the two prestigious events 
planned 
and the 
potential 
they offered us.” 
The speedway had sched­ 
uled four days of National 


Championship American Mo­ 
torcycle 
Association 
events 
for May and the Texas 500 
race for Indianapolis Speed­ 
way cars on Sept. 1. 
“ We wish to make it clear 
that the energy crisis was not 
the only 
deciding 
factor,” 
Holloway said. “ Establishing 
the two new events would be 
difficult under normal con­ 
ditions, but during the energy 
crisis would be almost impos­ 
sible. 
“ We felt that to sit out the 
crisis was the only alterna­ 
tive. We are looking forward 
to resumption of normal acti­ 
vities.”

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (UPI) 
U n i t e d States Auto Club 
o f t i c i a 1 s 
said

the “ most significant prob­ 
lem” the club faces for 1974 
is the energy crisis and re­ 
sulting governmental regula­ 
tions. 
In a letter to USAC mem­ 
bers. President Reynold C. 
Mac Donald and Executive Di­ 
rector William J. Smyth said 
USAC will continue its efforts 
“ to assist in obtaining the 
fuel necessary for our racing 
schedule.” 
‘“One of the areas foremost 
fn the public’s mind will be 
the amount of fuel consumed 
byr leisure time activities,” 
they 
said. 
“ This 
includes 
travel, recreational activities 
and sporting events. 
“ Our goal is to make sure 
that all leisure time activities 
are considered equally and 
fairly by the public.” 
MacDonald and Smyth said 
USAC is continuing to inve-li­ 
gate the feasibility of reduc­ 
ing horsepower, speed and 
possibly costs. 


They reported that a new 
355-cubic inch Chevrolet eng­ 
ine has been completed and 
was tested recently. Further­ 
more, they said additional 
testing is being conducted in 
the area of turbocharged eng­ 
ine manifold pressure relief 
devices. 
USAC previously adopted a 
number of safety measures to 
reduce the speed and horsepo­ 
wer of Indianapolis-type cars 
and anti-pollution 
require­ 
ments for stock cars. 
O f f i c i a l s estimated a 
change 
in 
fuel 
limitations 
alone would cut the horsepo­ 
wer by about 25 per cent for 
championship-type cars.

“ Service station owners and 
operators must be cautioned 
that dispensing gasoline in 
unapproved containers is ille­ 
gal.

Legalizing of witchcraft draws columnist's wrath 


GEORGETOWN, 
Guyana 
(U PI) — Prime Minister For­ 
bes Burnham’s proposal to 
legalize a popular local sorce­ 
ry known as “ obeah” has be­ 
come the leading street-cor- 
ner topic throughout the Eng­ 
lish-speaking Caribbean. 
Among those who are, at 
least, not horrified by the 
proposal 
are, 
interestingly, 
the local leaders of the Angli­ 
can 
and 
Roman 
Catholic 
churches. 
Among those who are horri­ 
fied at the prospect of the 
open practice of witchcraft 
learned from African ances­ 
tors, is leading West Indian 
columnist 
Alister 
Hughes, 
who terms obeah “ fraudulent 
and criminal” . 
The British systematically 
o u t l a w e d the practice of 
obeah among the slaves as 
soon as they were delivered 


to the West Indies, but the 
practice has survived clandes­ 
tinely through 300 years, and 
is still known throughout the 
former British colonies. 
Burnham’s logic in prop­ 
osing that obeah be legalized 
was simply that obeah is a 
part of the culture of the 
West Indian peoples just as 
much as the Christian rites, 
or in the case of Guyana and 
Trinidad, the Hindu rites. 
He told a meeting of hi* 
People’s 
National 
Congress 
party, the outlawing of obeah 
was an attempt by the British 
masters to cut rail “ us cultu­ 
rally,” and there was no rea­ 
son for the independent Com­ 
monwealth Caribbean nations 
to perpetuate this degrading 
attitude toward their own cul­ 
ture. 
“ Both worhip and mysteries 
are part of people’s lives, but 


it is made an offense to prac­ 
tice those things which come 
from our ancestors,” Burn­ 
ham said. 
The Rev. Andrew Morrison, 
the 
Roman 
Catholic 
vicar 
general here, commented that 
he had nothing against the 
legalization of obeah. 
“ I don’t believe the practice 
of obeah 
would harm 
the 
Church and it is good Guya­ 
nese should realize the fact 
that they should regain what 
they lost from their cultural 
heritage,” Morrison said. 
T h e opposition 
People’s 
Progressive Party, which fol­ 
lows a scientific Marxist-L/j- 
nininst line, was appalled by 
Burnham’s decision. 
“ In a century when science 
has made so many advances, 
when man has already, wal­ 
ked on the moon, to go back 
to an era of superstition and 


denial of science and logic is 
nothing short of tragic,” a 
party statement said. 
The general 
secretary of 
the important Mahatma Gan­ 
dhi Organization, Dr. Balwant 
Singh, also voiced opposition, 
saying, “ The. entire basis tor 
the practice of obeah is igno­ 
rance and superstition with 
exploitation of the innocent 
and untutored by a few crafty 
and ruthless operators.” More 
than half the 680.000 Guya­ 
nese are of East Indian des­ 
cent. 
Hughes, a Grenadian whose 
column appears in several 
Commonwealth 
Caribbean 
newspapers, described obeah 
as “ sinister.” . 
His column opposing the 
legalization of the practice 
said, “ The West Indians have 
any doubt as to the role of 
poison in obeah. It is an es­ 


sential backup to the ritual 
mumbo jumbo directed by the 
obeahman against 
his 
vic­ 
tim” . 
In addition to poisoning vic­ 
tims, Hughes said, “ It is a 
well known obeah belief that 
the heart of a child fed to a 
race horse will insure a win. 
That a cup of human blood 
taken in the right moon will 
p r o d u c e beneficial results. 
And that the spirit of a man 
killed with a mounted stick 
remains the slave of the mur­ 
derer forever.” 
On the island of Dominica, 
where obeah has perhaps re­ 
mained strongest and where a 
number of recent police raids 
were conducted against al­ 
leged obeah houses, a govern­ 
ment minister said there was 
no chance the local govern­ 
ment would follow Burnham’s 
lead. 


In Barbados, considered one 
of the more sophisticated of 
the Commonwealth Caribbean 
nations, the daily Advocate- 
News editorialized: 
"There 
might 
be 
some 
c a u s e for amusement in 
people 
taking bush 
baths: 
mumbling certain rituals at 
cross roads, and what have 
you. But if at any stage these 
practices can lead to the en­ 
dangering of the lives of other 
people, as did happen to the 
child who was killed in the 
Salt Pond Murder, we can 
well appreciate that beyond a 
point, obeah is not something 
with which we should trifle. 
“ Furthermore, 
we 
would 
hate to believe that we are so 
desperate for a cultural in- 
dentity that we would encour­ 
age people to literally turn to 
the 
devil 
in 
our 
frantic 
search,” the editorial added.

than normal.

January and February) dur­ 
ing the next three years to 
average maybe two or three 
degrees warmer than normal
